Xn  this  Pamphlet  I  have  expreiTcd  my- 
felf,  as  far  as  1  could,  agreeable  to  the  opi- 
nion of  others :  in  order  that  you  might  not 
be  mifled  by  the  prejudice  of  novelty,  or  dif- 
fuaded  by  the  artful  infinuations  of  fome  de- 
figning  or  ignorant  perfons,  to  follow  a  me- 
thod of  prefcrving  and  fecuring  health,  fo 
much  efteemed  and  pradifed  by  many  of 
the  moft  antient,  and  recommended   by  fe- 
vcral  of  the  modern  Phyficians. — The  great 
imperfcdlions  vi^hich  their  method  of  prepar- 
ing and  applying  operations  fomewhat  iimilar 
to  thofe    herein-after  defcribcd,   before  mr 
Father  took  it  in  hand,   the  improvements 
and  innumerable  additions  he  has  made,  and 
how  much  farther  its  ufcfulnefs  may  be  ex- 
tended, (hall  be  fully  explained  in  my  next 
Publication,  which  (hall  be  more  methodically 
divided  and  interfpcrfcd  with  fome  curious 
experiments  and  ufeful  obfervations  which  I 
have  lately  made. — The  generous  encourage- 
ment I  have  received  from  many  worthy  Gen- 
tlemen of  the  Faculty  who  have  recommended 
feveral  of  their  patients  to  my  care,  and  the 
natural  propcnfity  the  Public  in  general  fliew 
for  the  fupport  of  every  ufeful  improvement, 
will  ever  engage  my  utmoft  attention  in  en- 
deavouring to  prove  myfelf  wortliy  of  the  fa- 
vour of  their  protedion. 
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who>  for  thcfe  twenty-fix  years  paft,  have  either 
received  the  greateft  benefit,  or  have  been  perfccftly 
cured  by  the  ufe  of  fimilar  Medical  Baths,  Stoves, 
&c.  invented  by  my  Father,  have  fufi^ciently  efta- 
blilhed  their  reputation.  For  myfelf,  after  having 
taken  my  degrees  as  a  Phyfician  at  the  Univerfity 
of  Padua,  and  gone  through  a  regular  courfe  of 
practice  in  Italy  and  France,  I  have  fince  been  more 
than  feven  years  affiftant  to  my  Father  at  Chelfea ; 
where,  by  conftant  attention  to  the  practice,  I  am, 
(I  truft,)  become  perfe(8:ly  acquainted  with  the  ne- 
cefiTary  knowledge  of  preparing  and  applying  them 
for  the  benefit  of  mankind.  It  is  therefore  only 
on  pr^ecognita,  that  I  flatter  myfelf  fufficiently  war- 
ranted to  invite  the  afflided  to  the  ufe  of  the  above 
falutary  remedies. 

It  will  not  here  be  amifs,  to  give  the  reader  a 
more  extenfive  idea  of  the  plan,  of  its  utility  and 
Importance.    The  whole  of  my  Apparatus  confifts 
of   feveral   rooms,    foilic    containing  Medicated 
Waters,  fome  Vaporous  and  Dry  Baths  ;  others 
Sweating   Bed  Chambers.     In   and  .ftbout  thefe 
different  places  are  many  machines,  pipes,  &c.  to 
-carry  the  -medicated  warm  and  cold  water  into 
^different  bathing  rooms  ;  and  others  of  different 
.flrufturc  and  diameter,  to  convey  the  vapours  into 
the  ftoves  and  beds  ;  and  a  variety  of  machines 
defigned  to  fumigate  any  particular  externa4  or  in- 
ternal part  of  the  body,  which  altogether  hold- 
ing the  clofell   connection,  and    materially  de- 
pending one  upon  the  other,  compofe  and  form 
a  curious  body  of  mechiinifm. 

The  Baths,  &c.  appropriated  for  the  ufe  of  the 
J.adies,  are  diflinft  and  apart  from  thofo.  of  the 
Gentlemen,  and  approached  by  different  avc- 
Eucs  :    The  hoiife  is  weU  adapted  for  people  of 
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ihe  firfl  faflilori,  as  well  as  thofe  in  tlie  middling 
clafs  of  life,  whole  diforders  or  complaints  may 
unavoidably  claim  a  refidence  in  it;  as  likewife 
are  the  parlours  for  the  reception  of  out-door  Pa- 
tients, warm,  genteel,  and  comfortable.— The  great 
utility  of  this  laudable  invention,  hath  fpoken  its 
importance  to  the  com.munity  by  its  good  effects ; 
for  by  inveftigating  the  mode  of   treatment  it 
will  be  underftood,  that  the  medicated  procefs  is 
founded  upon  fuch  falutary  principles,  that  not  a 
fingle  individual  can  in  the  fmalleft  fenfe  be  injured  ; 
whilft,  according  to  the  moft  rational  and  well  di- 
gefted  conclufion,  it  bids  fair  for  curing,  or  at  leaft 
relieving  moft  of  the  diforders  incident  to  the 
human  conftitution.    The  degrees  of  heat  and  cold, 
are  alfo  regulated  by  the  thermometers  ;  and  the 
machinerVj  leaders^  and  pipes  are  fo  conftrudtedj 
that  the  Patient,  v/hen  in  the  ad'ual  operation,  cart 
add  or  diminifia  it  hirnfelf,  according  as  fancy  os 
neceffity  direfts.     In  fnort,  from  the  mimiia  of  the 
whole  plan,  and  every  meafurc  pradtifed,  it  both 
appears  to  be,  and  is^  the  refult  of  clofe  applica* 
tion,  intenfe  ftudy,  and  immenfe  ex  pence; 

It  is  well  knov/n  that  on  the  external  fuperficies 
of  the  body,  there  are  vefiela  or  paflages  called  vafa 
ahforbenlia^  through  which  a  vuriety  of  different 
forts  of  particles  can  pafs  into  the  blood*  This 
is  eafily  perceived,  and  muft  be  allowed,  from  fe^ 
veral  external  applications  daily  adminiftered  for 
curing  this,  that,  or  orher  diforders,  and  which 
make  various  alterations  in  our  conftitutions^  ac- 
cording to  the  different  quality,  quantity,  and  fpe-^ 
cific  gravity  of  the  matter  fo  introduced.  The 
cures,  therefore,  which  I  perform  of  various'  di- 
feafes  are  effcfted  by  medicinal  fubftances  (found 
by  experience  fulutary)  with  which  I  impregnate; 
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the  Waters,  Vapourous  and  Dry  Baths,  Fumiga- 
tions, and  the  Liniments  for  Frictions,  according, 
as  the  Patient's  conftitution,  his  difeale,  aixl  other 
eircumftances  may  requiie. 

Upon  trial,  the  reader  will  he  fatisfied  that  he 
•has  not  ill  bellowed  his  attention  to  this  practice  ^ 
and  if  the  limits  allowed  in  a  pamphlet  would  ad- 
mit a  minute  dicuffion  of  this  important  fubjed:,: 
I  flatter  myfelf  I  lliould  meet  with  the  gratitude 
of  the  community  at  large,-  and  the  approbation 
of  thofe  gentlemen  of  the  faculty,  whc  have  not' 
yet  been  well  apprized  of  the  efficacy  of  my  pro-^ 
cefs,  and  of  the  conveniency  of  my  apparatus. 

Many  perfons  are  led  to  judge  of  things  by  fen- 
fation  alone,  and  not  by  probable  conjcftures  ;  but 
as  the  fenfe  of  feeling  cannot  be  lefs  acute  in  them- 
than  in  others,  I  flatter  myfelf  they  wiil  readily 
fubfcribe  to  the  following  obfervations  : 

That  the  common  method  of  curing  feverat 
diforders,.  becomes  abfolutely  a  torture  to  the  pa- 
tient, (which  might  be  leflcned  to  a  great  degree, 
by  the  application  of  my  operations ;)  for  befides 
the  ufe  of  fire,  cauftics,  knives,  fcarifications,  blifters, 
cupping  glajffts,  and  copious  bleedings,  there  are 
often  adminiftered  great  dofes  of  mercury,  opium,- 
and  antimony,  naufeous  draughts,  troublefome  and' 
dangerous  emetics,  with  an  incredible  number  of 
purges,  which  have  eaufed  that  cacochymia  we  ob- 
ferve  in  enervated  conditutions.  Galen  fays,  "  that 
they  are  poflefled  of  deleterious  qualities,  and  that 
while  they  difcharge  the  noxious  particles,  at  the 
fame  time  they  throw  off  a  great  portion  of  ani- 
mal fpirit,  which  is  the  bafis  and  ftandard  of 
life,"  and  confequently  weaken  the  conftitution, 
and  create  new  diforders.  Avkcn  is  faid  to  have 
wept  every  time  he  prefcribed  a  purge,  and  many 
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renowned  phyficians  of  more  modera  date  have 
found   it  by  experience  to  be  injurious. 

Semedo,  in  his  hifk)ry  of  China,  part  i,  Chap. 
12,  and  Ben.  Faremus,  in  his  defcription  of  Japan, 
Chap.  25,  tell  us  that  "  in  thofe  kingdoms  di- 
feafes  are  cured,  and  phyfic  pradtifed  with  great 
reputation,  without  ufing  any  cupping-g/ajjes,  ijjues, 
■phlebotomy  or  cathartics;"  neverthelefs,  in  certain 
cales,  before  the  patients  go  through,  or  during  the 
time  of  their  going  through  my  operation,  I 
find  it  necelTary,  for  the  fpeedier  recovery  of  their 
heakh,  to  prefcribe  them  fome  aperient,  atte- 
.mianting,  or  other  internal  medicine,  according  to 
their  conftitution,  nature,  and  ftage  of  their  rc- 
fpedtive  diforders. 

I  have  already  remarked  that  our  conftitutions 
are  altered,  and  difeafes  cured,  by  remedies  out- 
wardly applied ;  the  reader  here  muft  obferve, 
that  the  -outward  application  of  fome  of  my  ope- 
rations work  on  the  conftitution,  toward  the  cure 
of  the  difeafe,  by  altering  the  temper  of  the 
mafs  of  fluids,  without  producing  any  altera- 
tion in  the  infenfible  evacuation ;  others  by  al- 
tering the  texture  of  the  morbifick  matter,  and 
thus  render  it  fo  far  obfequious  to  nature,  as  to 
/enable  her  to  eafe  herfelf  of  it  by  fweat,  or  infen- 
fible tranfpiratlon ;  which  method  I  have  expe- 
rienced, and  it  {lands  alfo  recommended  by  the  beft 
phyfical  authors,  to  be  the  fafefl,  and  the  mioft  eli- 
gible that  nature  has  indicated,  and  art  followed, 
to  cure  or  alleviate  moft  difeafes ;  not  only  as  the 
peccant  humours  may  be  eafily  altered,  and  the 
caufe  of  complaint  difcharged  by  fweat,  or  un- 
difccrncd  tranfpiratlon,  and  at  the  fame  time  na- 
ture may  be  fupplicd  through  the  abforbent  vcf- 
fcls,  by  infufing  into  them  falutary   effluvia,  in 
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the  room  of  the  morbifick  qualities,  tranfpiring 
put  of  the  body  ;  but  becaufe  the  matter  fo  iri- 
fenfibly  perfpired,  has  already  paffed  through  a 
long  courfe  of  circulation,  in  all  the  fliapes  of  ani- 
mal fluid,  anjd  is  divcfted  of  all  that  can  be  of 
further  lervice  to  any  part  of  the  body  and  fo 
goes  off  without  injuring  the  conftitution.    By  this 
•method  the  humours  are  not  put  into  any  great 
agitation,  as  is  the  cafe  with  internal  hot  ftimulating 
diaphoretics,   which   only  increafe  the  patient's 
diibrders,   by  producing  too  great  a  motion  in 
the  vitals,  naturals,  and  animal  fluids,  and  confe- 
quently  alter  the  regular  oourfe  of  their  func- 
tion *,  on  which  alone  health  and  life  depends. 
For  this  reafon,   Lobb  judicioufly  has    faid  in 
his  rational  method   of  curing  feyers,  that  by 
thofe  hot  .^nd  fl:imulating  medicines,  comimonly

The  Moderns  with  Hippocrates  agree 
That  the  chief  fprings  of  life  are  only  three  : 
The  firfl  lies  in  the  fpirits  of  the  brain, 
"Which  give  the  fenfe  of  pleafurc  or  of  pain  ; 
The  next  is  in  the  heat,  which  from  the  heart, 
Flies  thro-  the  arterie?  to  ev'ry  part ; 
The  third  is  in  the  liver ;  from  the  fame 
il^unsj  out  the  blood  to  feed  the  human  frarnc. 
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calfed  .(udorifics,  there  is  little  likelihood  of  ob- 
taining fweat,  but  a  great  probability  of  increajing 
the  fever,  by  increafing  the  motion,  heat,  and  in- 
fpiffation  of  the  blood  ;  but  let  me  here  remark,  that 
CMen  fudorifics  of  tlie  milder  kinds,  fometimes  prove 
ineffedual,  efpecially  when  the  external  fuperficies  of 
the  body  are  dry  and  parched  up  by   an  obltrudted 
perfpiration,  which  being  very  nearly  analogous  to 
the  urine^  produces  an  incruftation  (it  I  may  ufe 
the  expreffion)  on  the  external  fuperficies  of  the 
body,  which  obftrufts  the  orifices  of  the  pores, 
and  of  the  perfpiratory  and  fudatory   tubili  in 
•fuch  a  manner,   that   it  will  not  yield  to  any 
mild  internal  force,  \yhile  a    greater  one  might 
perhaps  be  equally  fruitlefs  ;  with  this  difference, 
that  the  impelled  humour,  as  it  cannot  find  its 
way  out  of  the  body,  will  return  back  from  its  cir-. 
cumference  to  the  center,  and  there  produce  ob- 
ftrndtions  in  the  largeft  velfels,  which  are  attended 
with  very  pernicious  or  fatal  confequences  to  the 
.patient.    It  has  been  obfcrved  by  moft  phyficians, 
"  that  in  the  fummer  months,  when  perfpiration  is 
greateft,  men  are  lefs  apt  to  be  fick,  and  fewer  die» 
The  fpafms  which  affedt  the  hypochondriac,  and 
the  pains  which  torment  thofe  that  have  the  gout, 
generally  ceafe ;  perfons  advanced  in  years,  that 
are  of  weak  conftitutions,  and  obnoxious  to  difor- 
ders,  are  never  better  than  in  fummer.  Obrtinate 
quartan  agues,  and  other  difeafes  which  have  con- 
tinued long,  proceeding  from  an  infraftion  of  the 
'vifcera  are  either  leflened  in  the  fummer  time,  or 
quite  ceafe.    The  diforders  which  proceed  from 
a  fuppreffion  of  perfpiration,  are  great  and  danger- 
ous ;  tor  It  increafes  the  impure  juices,  and  difpofes  , 
them  to  corruption  and  putrefaction  :  whence  pro- 
ceed univerfal  difeafes,  fuch  as  cachexies,  madnefs, 
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hermorrhages,  epilepfies,  quinfies,  gout,  rheums, 
coughs,    lippitudes,   abfceiTes,    catarrhs,  fcurvy, 
rheamatifm,    the  imall-pox,   mealies,    and  con- 
tinual fevers."    Brookj  in  his  General  Practice  of 
Phyfic,   fays        that    there   is  always  a  double 
motion  in  the  fever,  the  one  from  the  circum- 
ference to  the  centre,  or  from  the  external  parts 
to  the  internal ;  the  other  from  the  centre  tq 
the  circumference;  the  firft  motion  is  attended 
with  a  fmall  contrafted  weak  pulfe,  with  an  anxiety 
of  the  precordia,  and  difficulty  of  breathing ;  the 
fecond ,  with  increafed  motion  of  the  arteries,  a 
large  pulfe  and  heat,  extended  even  to  the  extreme 
parts.    Thefctwo  motions  are  evidently  of  a  dif- 
ferent nature  and  efficacy ;  the  firft,  from  the  circum- 
ference to  the  centre,  is  not  only  lefs  falutary,  but 
morbid  ;  nay  often  fatal,  for  thofe  who  die  of  a 
fever,  whether  continual  or  intermitting,  acute  or 
chronical,  die  under  fpafm,  cold,  chillinefs,  fliiver- 
ing  and  ffiaking,  with  convulfions  of  the  exter- 
nal parts  ;  becaufe  the  heart,  lungs,  and  brain,  are 
at  that  time  rriore  oppreffed  with  the  internal  con- 
■geftion  of  the  blood.  The  other  motion  from  the 
internal  parts,  or  from  the  centre  to  the  circum- 
ference and  minute  veflels,  is  falutary  and  vital ; 
nay,  even  medicinal  and  prefervatory  ;  for  under 
this,  and  by  this,  the  morbid  matter  exciting  the 
febrile  fpafm,   is    corredted,  difculTed,  and  exr 
pelled  (by  fweat  qr  infenfible  tranfpiration,)  and 
fo  the  fever  terminates." 

Having  thus  fet  to  view  fqme  injuries  and 
inconveniences  attending  the  method  commonly 
praffifcd  for  the  cure  of  feveral  difeafes,  which  may 
give  an  infight  into  my  praftice,  I  ffiall  candidly 
pnlarge  upon  it  as  follows  :  Thofe  patients  who 
jire  troubled  with  relaxations,  contractions,  fcurvy, 

de- 
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^deformities  of  the  {km,  leprofies,  venereal  comr 
plaints,  fuppreffion  pf  any  fecrction,  gout,  rhcu- 
tnatifm,  callofities,  carnofities  in  the  urinary  pafr 
fages,  fchirrous  tumours,  ulcers,  &c.  find  their 
complaints  lulled  in  different^  Water  Baths,  va- 
rioufly  impregnated  with  medical  fubftances,  and 
regulated  with  that  degree  of  heat,  which  muft 
prove  falutary,  or  of  great  benefit  to  their  rcfpeftivc 
maladies,  and  grateful  to  their  feelings,  pro- 
vided the  Patient's  conftitution,  or  any  other  pcr- 
inanent  or  accidental  caufe  does  not  forbid  their  ufe. 

For  fuch  as  may  be  afflifted  with  ftiffnefs,  con- 
tractions, white  fwellings,  obftinate  obftrudions^, 
and  fixed  pains,  the  pumping  of  properly  heated  and 
medicated  water,  is  adminiftered  to  the  parts  aiTefted, 
and  urged  with  fuch  a  degree  of  ftrcngth,  as  will 
mollify  and  relax  the  contracted  parts,  difperfe  .thc 
pbftrudions,  and  remove  the  pains,  by  enlarging- 
the  diameters  pf  the  veffcls,  and  attenuating  the 
ftagnated  and  obftrufted  fluids  :  after  which,  if 
the  nature  of  their  diforders   permit,  they  are 
thence    conveyed    into    vapour    baths,  which 
are  conveniently  and  feparately  fitted  up,  where 
the  patient  fits  on  an  eafy  chair,  furrounded  by  the 
moft  enlivening  and  chearing  effluvia,  arifing  from 
fuch  kind  of  herbs,  balfams,  gwms  or  minerals,  as 
have  cured  fimilar  complaints,  in  fimilar  conftitu- 
tions,  or  others  more  particularly  adapted  to  their 
own.  The  degree  of  heat  is  alfo  regulated  on  the 
fame  principles.  From  the  vapourous  baths  they 
are  fafcly  conveyed  to  neat  adjacent  bedchambers, 
provided  with  comfortable  beds  to  lie  on,  for  fomc 
(as  occafion  may  require)  to  receive  internal  or  ex- 
ternal partial  or  univerfal  fumigations ;  the  bal*- 
famic,  fpirituous,  faponaceous,  or  other  friftions; 
or  to  be  between  blankets,  in  order  to  promote  in- 

fen- 
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fenfible  perfplratlon ;  for  others,  to  reft  on  a  little 
time  to  cool  themlelves.  There  are  alfo  dry 
Stoves,  and  dry  vapourous  Baths,  for  the  cure 
of  dropfies,  \vhich  is  performed  with  the  greateft 
fuccefs,  p4-ovided  the  patients  have  not  been 
tapped,  or  the  vis  vit^e  is  not  too  far  gone.  Reme- 
dies therefore  that  have  a  power  to  cure  or  alle- 
viate moft  of  the  innumerable  infirmities  to  which 
we  are  fubjeft,  are  certainly  worthy  of  the  public 
protection  and  encouragement.  Impelled  by  thefe, 
and  by  a  natural  propenfity  to  be  a  ufeful  mem- 
ber to  community,  I  ftiall  ufe  every  poffible  at- 
tention in  the  exercife  and  improvement  of  thofe 
acquifitions,  which  I  have  made  from  others,  from 
my  father,  and  from  my  own  obfervation. 

The  praftice  of  Phyfic,  fays  Celfus,  ought  to  be 
grounded  on  reafon  :  evident  caufes  only  fliould  be 
admitted  ;  and  all  that  are  obfcure  ihould  be  utter-, 
ly  rejefted  from  the  confidcration  of  a  PhyficiaH, 
and  from  the  art  itfelf."  This  praftice  of  preparing 
for  and  applying  to  the  human  body,  -the  arbitra- 
rily heated  and  medicated  water,  vapourous  and 
dry  Baths,  partial  Pumping  and  Friftions,  for  the 
cure  or  relief  of  moft  infirmities,  is  not  only  efta- 
blifhcd  on  reafon,  and  fupported  by  the  authorities 
of  the  moft  celebrated  Phyficians  and  Philofepkers, 
'but  experience,  that  great  baffier  of  fpeculation, 
has  alfo  evinced  their  falutary  effects  in  different 
kinds  pf  complaints.  The  danger  and  torture  which 
often  attend  thofe  who  undergo  the  courfe  of 
common  pradlice,  for  the  cure  of  feveral  inci- 
dental difeafcs,  have  already  been  pointed  out,  and 
are  the  very  circumftances  which  fuggefted  the 
firft  idea  of  the  efficacy  and  fafety  of  this  plan. 
Non€  of  the  Faculty  ought  to  be  ignorant  of  the 
srreat  eftimation  in  which  the  moft  celebrated  father% 
^  of 
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of  phyfic  have  held  the  medicated  Water,  va^ 
pourous  and  dry  Baths,  &c.  owing  to  the  great  fuc- 
cefs  they  experienced  thereby.,  in  the  cure  of  va- 
rious d'iforders,  though  adminiftered  to  their  pa- 
tients in  an  aukward  unphyfical  manner.    But,  ap- 
prized of  the  great  neceffity  of  oppofirvg  the  crowds 
of  mercenary  pretenders,  with  which  this  metropolis 
fwarms,  and  to  refute  the  prejudice  of  fome  of  the 
regulars,  qui  damncmt  quod  ignorani ;  I  am  led  to 
add  the  following  obfervations  in  fupport  of  my 
praftice.     San5lorius  found  by    experience,  that 
excretions,    made  in   a  given  time,  have  com- 
monly this  proportion ;  "  that  is,  if  the  excretion 
by  llool  be  as  four,  that  of  urine  is  as  fixteen ;  and 
that  through  the  pores  of  the  ikin  is  as  forty,  or 
more :"  upon  which  experiment,    Pitcairn  draws 
this  conclufion  ;  "  that  if  you  have  any  fever  un- 
derhand, the  fame  holds  good  in  any  diftemper  ari- 
fing  within  animal,  it  is  ten  times  more  probable  to 
cure  it  by  fweat  than  by  ftool ;"  and  Van-Swicten, 
in  his  Commentary  on  Boerhaave's  Aphorijms,  ob»- 
ferves,       that  they  who  attempt  to  cure  drop- 
lies,  arifing  from  weaknefs,  by  cleanfing  the  body 
with  purges,  wonder  to  fee  it  grow  as  tumid  in  a  few 
days  as  before ;  without  once  confidering  that  all 
the  humours  flow  into  the  flaccid  veflels,  and  that 
fcarce  any  of  the  liquids  taken  down  are  carried 
oiFby  fweat  or  perfpiration  :  and  in  acute  difca^cs, 
wherein  the  fkin  is  generally  fo  very  dry  as  to  carry 
off  nothing  by  tranfpiration,  and  when  the  orifices 
of  the  veflels  through  which  we  perfpirc  are  quite 
doled  up,  it  is  to  no  purpofe  to  endeavour  to  pro- 
voke a  fvveat  by  warm  internal  medicines ;  but  if 
the  body  (fays  he)  be  expofed  naked  in  a  vapour 
bath,  the  mouth  of  the  veflels  will  open,  th'c  fkin 
..grow  moift,  and  fweat  foon  after  cnfuc  :  and  in 

obftruc- 
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&bftrudlions,  whenever  vapours  and  fomentations, 
with  very  foftening  herbs  boiled  in   them,  can 
be  commodioujly   dire5led ,  ta  the  parts,  it  is  to  be 
f  referred  to  all  other  methods."    He  further  obferves, 
shat  for  the  cure  of  a  fchifrpus  diforder,  nothing 
can  be  better  than  to  fumigate  the   part  twice 
a  da}'",  and  ufe  gentle  friftions  :   By  continuing 
this  ufe  for  fome  months,  he  adds,  I  with  plea- 
fur  e    recoiled:    feveral    recent   fchirri    of  the 
breaft,  which  I  have  happily  cured       Hiixhaniy  in 
.pleurllies,  prefcribes  to  foment  the  part,  which, 
fays  he,  often  eafes  the  pain,  and  generally  termi- 
nates the  difeafe.   And  Brook  advifes  tepid  vapours 
jof  decoctions  of  proper  ingredients,  to  be  con- 
veyed to  the  \m\g%.—Arbuthnot,  on  the  inflam- 
mation of  the  liver,  fays,  fweat  fliould  be  pro- 
moted; and  in  thofe  of  the  bowels,  he  recom- 
mends warm  fomentation.    I'ijfot,  Artie.  XI.  Sedt. 
1 1 5,  of  his  Effay  on  the  Difeafes  of  People  of 
Fafhion,  fays,  '5  that  warm  baths,  by  relaxing  the 
veflels,  and  qualifying  the  humours,  greatly  aflift 
the  cure  ;  and,  when  there  is  no  reafon  to  the  conr 
trary,  Ihould  never  be  negledted  :  but  above  all  in 
the  obftrudlions  of  the  liver." — Brook,  in  the  inflam- 
mation of  the  bladder,  and  difficulty  of  making  water, 
ftrongly  direfts  fomentations  of  emollient  herbs  : 
and  in  that  of  the  eyes,  Hoffman  advifes  to  receive  the 
Tapours,  or  fleam  of  valerian  root,  liquorice,  &e. 
Sir  John  Pringle  (Phyfician  to  her  prefent  Majefty) 
in  his  obfervations  on  the  Difeafes  of  the  Army, 
part  iii.  fays,  "  that  a  phrenitis  is  often  brought 
on,  or  incrcafed  in  the  hofpitals  of  an  army,  by 
the  want  of  due  perfpiratisn,  and  of  warmth  in  the 
extremities  ;  therefore  as  foon  as  a  foldier  is  brought 
into  the  houfe  with  fevcrifli  fymptons,  his  hands 
and  feet  Ihould  be  waflied  with  warm  vinegar  and 
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water ;  and  (fays  he)  I  would  likewife  recommend 
for  the  hofpitals,  what  I  have  fometime  fince  in  a 
phrcnitis  fuccefsfully  ufed  in  my  ptivatc  prafticc, 
a  fomentation  to  the  feet  and  lower  fart  of  the  legs, 
to  be  repeated  often  for  an  hour  or  two  at  a  time. 
He  farther  obfervcs,  that  in  the  dyfcjitery,  for  mi- 
tigating the  gripes,  and  expelling  the  wind,  we  arc 
not  to  ufc  the  warmer  carminatives ;  at  leaft  I  have 
never  known  them  to  anfwer :  opiates  give  im- 
mediate relief,  but  they  only  palliate,  and  oftert 
jncreaf©  the  caufe.    I  have  (fays  he)  met  with  no 
remedy  that  remarkably  aniwered  this  intention: 
the  beji  was  fomenting  the  belly,  and  drinking  ca- 
momile-tea :  t\it  fomentations  were  made  of  the  common 
herbSi  with  the  addition  of  Jome  fpirits. — The  flatu- 
lent pain  would  fometimes  affed:  the  fide  as  in  a 
pleurify  ;  but  a  laxative  medicine,,  or  the  fomenta- 
tion juft  mentioned,  removed  them  without  bleeding,- 
For  the  palfy,  Boerhaave  recommends  ftrong  fric- 
tions, endued  with  ftimulating  virtues,  vapourous 
«nd  water  baths,  and  the  fume  of  gums. — In  con- 
Yulfivc  aflhmas,  Brook  fays,  after  the  ufe  of  fric- 
tions for  the  feet,  they  fiiould  be  put  into  warm- 
tvater :  and  if  there  are  violent  fpafms  about  the 
pracordia,  hot  fomentations  are  highly  neceffary.  Ire 
pituitous  afthmas,  Heifier  and  Huxham  enjoin  warm^ 
baths. — Barry  fays,  that  "  fudorifics  have  been  by 
fome  warmly  recommended  in  a  confurnption  of 
the  lungs,  and  are  frequently  found  more  cffed:ual, 
and  fpeedier  in  their  elFed:,  when  the  operation  only 
produces  infenfible  perfpiration :  But  the  danger 
that  attends  their  exciting  too  great  a  motion  of  hu- 
mours, counterpoifes  the  benefit  that  might  accrue ; 
which  pofition  holds  good  in  fevers,  andfiiews  the  per- 
nicious confequences  of  internal  fudorificksjto  which 
neither  my  Father's  nor  my  own  operations  arc  in 

the 
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the  mofl:  diftant  view  fubjedt,  as  will  be  proved 

hereafter.  Potter,  on  the  bilious    cholic,  fays^ 

"  when  bleeding,  brilk  cathartics,  lenieht  me- 
dicines, anodynes  or  clyfters  will  not  help  the 
misfortune^  recourfe  muft  be  immediately  had  to 
warm  baths,  compofed  of  emollient  decoftions." 
Sydenham,  on  the  gout,  holds,  that  evacuating  the 
peccant  matter  by  fwcat,  is  better,  than  to 
attempt  it  by  purgatives  or  emetics  ;  and  San£lorius, 
obferves,  "  that  in  gouty  people,  the  humours,  even 
of  the  thickeft  fort,  are  only  to  be  refolved  by 
means  of  vapours." 

Brook,  fpeaking  of  the  cholic  of  the  dani- 
nonii,  fays,  If  emetics  and  cathartics  will  not  pafs,- 
I  order  emollient  fomentations,-  efpecially  when  the 
belly  is  inflated,  hard,  or  contracted  with  fpafms ; 
but  much  happier  effedts  may  be  expeftcd  from 
baths,   prepared   with  the  fame  ingredients." — 

I  have  often  feen,  fays,  Htixham,  the  moft  excru- 
ciating fits  of  the  gravel  terminated,  when  neither 
copious  bleedings  nor  opiates  have  had  the  leaft 
effect ;  nay,  I  have  learnt  from  numerous  experi- 
ments, and  do  aflert  from  what  I  have  colledied 
from  many  judicious  authors,  that  nothing  can  be 
fo  efficacious  to  eafe  the  pain,  and  enforce  the  de- 
feent  of  the  ftone  through  the  ureters,  as  tepid  emol- 
lient baths."  What  affiftance  art  can  lend,  fays 
Pott,  in  his  remarks  on  the  fijlulu  in  ano,  muft  be 
adminiftered  fpeedily  ;  every  minute  is  of  confe- 
qucnce  :  and  if  the  difeafe  be  not  flopped,  the  pa- 
tient will  fink  ;  recourfe  muft  be  immediately  had 
to  medical  affiftance  ;  the  -part  affeEied  Jlooula  be  fre- 
quently fomented  with  hot  fpiriluous  fomentations  ;  large 
and  deep  incifion  Ihould  be  made  into  the  difeafcd 
part,  and  the  application  made  to  'it  ftiould  be  of 
the  warmell,  moft  anticeptic  kinds. — He  farther  ob- 
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ferves,  t\-\zt,Jlranguary,  dyfury,  and  even  a  total  re- 
tention of  urine,  are  not  very  uncommon  attendants 
npon  abiceffes  forming  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the 
redtum  and  bladder ;  he  protefts  againfl  the  ufe  of 
the  catheter,  as  a  praftice  attended  with  danger- 
ous confequences ;  he  recommends  bleeding,  and 
emptying  the  inteflines,  if  there  be  time  for  fo  do- 
ing, by  a  gentle  cathartic,  but  the  mojt  effectual  re- 
lief (fays  he)  will  be  from  the  warm  bath,  or  femi- 
cupium."    If  we  take  the.  trouble  to  trace  phy- 
lical  authors  who  have  written  on  the  Venereal  Dif- 
♦     eafe,  we  fhall  find  that  many  of  them  recommend 
the  medicated  water,  vapourous  and  dry  baths, 
fuffumigation  and  friftion  as  necelTary  and  eflen- 
tial  applications,  or  as  auxiliaries  for  the  cure  of 
that  diitemper  :  and  in  confirmation  of  what  I  have 
faid,  I  fubjoin  the  following :  Majfa  recommends 
the  artificial  water  bath,  but  he  entertains  a  great 
opinion  of  the  fumigation,  which  he  allows  to  be 
very  efficacious  in  moft  defperate  venereal  cafes, 
and  where  all  other  methods  have  failed. 

Catanetis,  after  proper  evacuation,  prefcribes  the 
warm  bath,  in  order  to  compleat  the  cure ;  and 
Benedic  has  very  often  advifed  the  fudatory  in 
the  cure  of  the  faid  complaint. 

Pafcbal,  for  the  cttre  of  the-  Venereal  Difeafe, 
propofes  fvyeating  the  patient  in  a  flove ;  after 
which  his  body  is  to  be  well  rubbed  with  oil  of 
favine,  dill,  &c.  and  in  this  way  of  iweating  hp 
fecms  to  place  more  confidence  than  in  any  other 
remedy. 

Galen  recommends  the  fame  procefs,  as  the  moft 
powerful  means  of  refolving  all  nodoas  diilem- 
pers,  and  diffipating  the  impecated  humour  about 
the  joints. 


Lahra, 
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Lahora,  John  de  Vigoi  and  Almenor  fay,  tlia^: 
after  the  patient  has  been  prepared  by  purgation^ 
he  fhould  be  put  into  the  tepid  emollient  bath,  in 
the  flove,  and  have  the  fumigation: 

Torella,  for  the  cure  of  Venereal  Difeafes^  laid 
the  chief  ftrefs  upon  the  flove  or  fudatory,  in  which 
he  kept  the  patient  fweating,  fo  long  as  he  was 
able  to  bear  if;  and  after  he  was  dried,  he  ordered 
him  to  put  on  linen  that  was  fumed  with  frankin- 
cenfe,  fandarach,  and  ftorax.. 

ViSloriuSj  in  his  book  of  the  French  difeafe,  fays^ 

after  the  patients  have  been  prepared  with  fome 
purging  pill  or  potion,  they  fhould  be  put  into  a 
bath,  impregnated  with  cephalic  herbs  for  half  an 
hour  each  other  morning,  and  from  thence  go 
immediately  into  a  warm  bed,  in  order  to  promote 
fweati 

Marchellus,  Botallus,  Rondeletius,  and  ethers,  in 
their  treatife  for  curing  the  Venereal  Difeafe,  re- 
commend baths,  fumigations,  and  fridtions,  with 
foftening  and  emollient  liniments,  in  conjundtion 
'  with  other  medicines  ;  and  Heurinms  in  his  Praxis 
Medica,  lib;  2,  advifes  both  moift  and  dry  fumi- 
gation. 

Turner,  in  his  Practical  DifTertation  on  the 
Venereal  Difeafe^  fays,  "  that  bathing  in  warm 
water,  for  lean,  hot,  and  emaciated  conftitutions; 
has  been  found  fcrviceable ;  and  fwellings  that 
come  on  different  parts  of  the  body,  have  been 
difperfed  with  fuffitu  acetij  and  ulcers  dried  up  by 
the  fumigation  of  gums,  mixed  with  cinnabar. 
—Reverius,  in  his  Praxis  Medica,  lib.  xiv.  chap. 
5,  for  the  cure  of  ulcers  in  the  kidneys,  and 
bladder,  advifes  the  medicated  fumigations  and 
half-baths.

James  recommends  baths  and  ftoves  as  great  aiixi* 
liaries  in  the  cure  of  Venereal  Difeafes.  ,  _ 

Read,  in  Venereal  Complaints,  as  well  as  in  ^  Lc-^ 
profies,  advifeth  baths,  fuftumigation,  and  friftions, 
which  will  diflblve  the  obftfuftion,  promote  infcnfi- 
blc  perfpiration,  a  regular  circulation,  and  waih 
off  from  the  external  furface  of  the  body  the  fedi- 
ment  of  the  fweat,  which  according  to  Serenui, 
when  detained,  often  makes  the  body  rough 
and  fcabby  ; 

jliotus  fudoTi  et  inopa  nobilis  efcte^ 
S^epe  gravi  fcabie  correptos  afperat  artus. 

I  could  add  a  thoufand  authorities  to  the  few  al- 
ready advanced,  but  as  my  procefles  are  fo  rationalj 
■  and  have  been  foilnd  fo  ufeful  and  effeftual  in  the 
cure  of  this,  as  well  as  in  many  other  complaints^ 
I  lhall  not  trouble  mv  reader  any  loiiger  on  this  head, 

I  have  performed  many  cures  of  Venereal  Di- 
feafes, in  every  one  of  their  ftages,  with  and  without 
the  affiftance  of  mercurials,  with  lefs  pairi  and  (I 
flatter  myfelf)  with  more  advantage  to  the  patient's 
conftitution,  than  what  could  have  been  done  with- 
out the  ufe  of  my  Operation,  which  Ihould  not  be 
negledted  by  thofe  Gentlemen  of  the  Faculty  who 
advife  mercury  for  the  cure  of  the  complaint  iii 
queftion ;  as  I  engage  myfelf,  at  my  Apparatus^ 
to  fee  their  orders  or  prefcriptions  equally  exe- 
cuted by  my  fervants  attending  the  Baths,  as  if  they 
were  my  own. 

Mercury  has  been  fufpefted  to  be  vefy  pernicious  to 
the  conftitution,  not  only  for  its  great  momentum^ 
but  for  its  gravity,  which  according  to  Aftruc,  may 
overload  the  fofter  vifcera^  and  tear  afunder  the 
diftendcd  coats  of  the  veflels; 


Boerbaave^

Boerhaave,  in  his  Theory  of  Chymiflry,  obferves 
that  the  extraordinary  efFefts  Vv'hich  mercury  produce 
in  the  body,  have  given  people  a  notion  of  its  being 
acid  ;  but  tlie  cafe  is  otherwife  :  when  received  into 
the  blood,  it  only  adts  by  its  weight  and  velocity  ; 
by  the  momentum  whereof  it  tears  and  de- 
Uroys  the  velTels,  and  occafions  thofe  great  altera- 
tions.- 

Moulin,  (Philofoph.  Tranfaft.  No.  192,  pag. 
486,)  has  proved  this  opinion  to  a  demonftration,, 
by  injecting  crude  mercury  into  the  jugular  vein 
of  a  dog  :  the  mercurial  globuli  burft  through 
the  fmall  veflels  in  the  lungs,  and  forced  their  way 
to  the  furface,  feparating  their  external  covering  in 
form  of  a  fmall  blifter,  and  where  the  globules  lay 
confpicuous  to  the  naked  eye.  He  concluding  the 
defcription  of  his  experiment  with  the  following 
lines  :  "  From  hence  may  appear  the  danger  of 
vifing  mercury  in  human  bodies,  fo  far  as  to  get 
in  the  mafs  of  the  blood,  efpecially  in  the  lungs ; 
bccaufe  they  are  of  a  lax,  fpungy  texture,  and  want 
that  brilk  ftrong  motion,  which  the  mufcles  have 
in  other  parts,  whereby  they  are  enabled  to  force  it 
along  with  the  blood  in  order  to  the  raifing  a  faliva- 
tion.  That  mercury  has  this .  effedl:  on  the  humair 
lungs,  is  plain,  from  what  we  daily  fee  in  perfons 
that  have  been  falivated,  who  are  afterwards  ob- 
fcrved  to  die  of  confumptions,  that  will  yield  to  no 
medicine." 

Harris  de  lue  Venerea,  fays,  "  Tanta  vera  efi  in 
hoc  falivationis  genere  humorum  fufio^  tanta  fucccrnm 
omnium  corporis  fape  exantlatio,  ut  nil  mirmn  fit,  fi  fpi~ 
rilus  vi tales  una  dijfipentur,  et  maxims  fi  in  hac  terra^ 
tihi  melancholia  tantum  obtinet  imperium,  complures  ex 
tarn  rapida  humidor  urn  pr  of ufi one  fuccumhant  acperiant  — 
So  ereat  is  the  fufion  of  humours  in  this  kind  of 
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l*alivation,  fb  great  is  very  often  tlie  evacuatiorf 
df  all  the  juices,  that  it  is  no  wonder  if  the  vital 
fpirits  arediffipated;  and  efpecially  in  this  country, 
where  melancholy  is  fo  predominant,  that  many  die, 
from  fuch  a  rapid  profufion  of  the  fluids." — 

Amongft  thofe  patients  who  have  taken  mercury 
(whether  by  it  they  had  been  falivated  or  not) 
there  are  fome  that  have  been  feized  with  violent 
and  torturing  pains,  efpecially  at.  the  ext-remities  ; 
where  by  its  gravity  the  mercury  falls,  and  be- 
ing of  all  the  fluids  the  moli  fufeeptible  of  heat 
and  cold,  for  want  of  the  former  lies  there  in  a 
fl:ate  of  inactivity.  Boerhaave  fays,-  "  that  it  afts 
as  it  is  acfted  upon  by  the  vital  impulfe,  and  when- 
ever, that  is  wanting,  it  fails  of  luccefs.  O'Conneil, 
in  his  Medical  and  Experimental  Obfervations  on 
Acute  and  Chronical  Difeafes,  page  411,  and  412, 
gives  a  good  account  how  thefe  pains  take  place 
in  the  patient's  body  :  "  Dolores  tamen  hi  reverb 
venerei  non  funt,  fed  mercuriales  ;  ab  exuberanti  fcilicety 
et  nimia  mercurii  quantitate  in  minoribus  canaliculis  con- 
gefta  orti^  qua  fuo  pondere  horum  premit  later et  capa- 
citates coarBat  ac  conjlringit .  Hinc  fpafinodicos,  et 
horrenddsin peridjlei^aliarumqiie  membranarum  fenfibilibus 
fibrillis  excitat  cruciatus.  Praefatis  detento  mails.  Jive  a 
merciirio  externe,  aut  interne,  mnjori  quam  convenit  copia 
mintjlrato^five  a  f rigor  e  dim  hoc  fit  fufcepto  or  turn  ha- 
heant  \  balnea  aquae  dulcis  fubcalida^  cui  herbae  emol- 
lientes,  cephalicae,  et  aromaticae,  inco£lae  funt,  Jingulis 
vel  alternis  diebus  repelita,  et  ad  bimeftre  pro  re  notd  fpa^ 
tium  continuata,  prcmijfis  balnei  ufui  venefeSlione  modica 
et  leni  catharticoi  utilia  quidem  et  fahitaria  frequentijfm^ 
obfervavi. — Thefe  pains  are  not  venereal,  but  mer- 
curial :  caufed  by  too  great  a  quantity  of  mercury 
laid  into  the  fmalleft  veflTels,  which,  by  its  own 
weight,  prefs,  on  the  fide  of  the  vcflels,  forces  and 
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dilates  their  capacity;  from  hence  proceed  fpafmodic 
and  dreadful  pains  in  the  fenfible  fibres  of  the  pc- 
riofleum,  and  other  membranes.  Whenever  thefe 
pains  arife  from  detained  mercury,  in  an  unneccf- 
fary  quantity  inwardly  given,  or  outwardly  ap- 
plied, or  from  a  cold ;  firfl:  bleed  the  patient  mo- 
derately, and  purge  him  with  a  mild  cathartic ; 
then  baths  of  fweet  tepid  water,  in  which  have  been 
boiled  emollient,  cephalic,  and  aromatic  herbs,  arc 
to  be  repeated  every  day,  or  every  other  day,  for 
two  months ;  which  indeed  (fays  he)  I  have  very 
often  obferved  to  be  ufeful  and  falutary." 

And  alfo  for  the  healing  and  curing  of  ul- 
cers and  wounds,  we  have  innumerable  vouchers 
of  the  great  efficacy  of  water  and  vapourous  baths, 
prepared  with  bitter,  aftringent,  and  balfamic  fub- 
ftances." — James,  fpeaking  of  wounds  in  general, 
fays,  *'  they  are  to  be  fomented  with  balfamics  and 
vulneraries;  andif  anyexternal irritating,  vellicating, 
cauftic,  feptic,  and  poifonous  fubflancei,  or  fuch  as 
produce  a  rednefs  of  the  parts  appear,  they  are 
with  all  expedition  to  be  removed,  and  the  parts 
in  which  fuch  fubftances  were  lodged,  and  are  in- 
jured by  them,  are  to  be  fomented  with  vlfcid, 
mucous,  mild,  oleous,  anodyne,  and  gently  aperient 
fomentations."  Poets,  as  well  as  Phyfical  authors, 
have  recorded  the  efficacy  of  fimilar  operations  : 

—    —    —    E  femore  excidit  cultro 
Acutum  lelum  acerbum,  ab  ipfo  aiiiem  fangiiinem  atruniy 
Jbluit  aqua  tepida,  et  radxcem  immiftt  amaram, 
Aianibus  contritam,  mitigatoriam^  qua  ei  cun£Ios  . 
Sedavit  dolores.    Vulnus  quidem  siccatum  ejl 
Cejfavitque  janguis.  Homer  Iliad  XL 
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There  ftretcliM  at  length  the  wounded  hero  lay, 
Patroclus  cut  the  forky  fleel  away ; 
Then  in  his  hands  a  bitter  root  he  bruis'd. 
The  wound  he  walh'd,  the  ftyptic  juice  infus'd  ; 
The  clofing  flefli  that  inftant  ceas'd  to  glow, 
The  wound  to  torture,  and  the  blood  to  flow. 

The  Romans  for  many  years  did  not  ufe  any  other 
means  for  curing  difeafes,  and  for  the  prefervation 
of  their  health,  than  the  artificial  medicated  water 
and  vapour  baths  ;  and  fo  great  were  their  effefts, 
that  what  we  now  call  the  common  ProMice  of  Phyficky 
they  deemed  a  plague  to  the  City  :  in  confc- 
quence  of  which  all  the  phyficians  that  followed 
fuch  methods  for  curing  difeafes  were  banifhed  out 
of  Rome. — The  following  paflage  will  convince 
the  reader  to  what  extenfive  ufe  they  brought 
the  artificial  medicated  water  and  vopourous  baths  : 
Fiunt  aiitem  artifiualia  balnea  plurihus  modis^  penes  di- 
ver/as intentiones.  Alia  enim  componuntur  ex  rebus  ano- 
dynis,  alia  ex  emollientibus,  alia  ex  calidis  ac  relaxantibus, 
alia  ex  adflringentibus^  &c.  alia  ex  fimpUci  oleo^  alia  cx 
la£ie^  vel  quoque  alio  liquors  fuerit  opus  :  Ufus  atitcm 
varius  ad  calefadendum  refrigerata,  ac  exficcandum^  ad 
dolor  em  leniendum^  ad  emolliendum,  ad  di/culiendim,  ad 
adftringendum^  et  quod  lummatim  dicam^  ad  capitis^  tho- 
racis^ ventriculiy  intcfiinorum^  renum^  uteri,  veficay 
iun^iir  arum  que  pa/fior>es  plurimas.

Chap.  27. 

"  The  artificial  medicated  baths  (fays  he)  arc 
rnade  In  different  manners,  to  ferve  difTerent  inten- 
tions ;  fome  are  compofcd  of  anodynes,  fame  of 
emollients,  fome  of  warm  and  relaxing,  others  of  a- 
llringent  fubftances;  fome  of  fimple  oil,  fome  of 
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milk,  or  of  any  other  fuitable  liquor :— tlieir  ufe 
is  alfo  various ;  fome  ferve  to  warm,  fome  to  refri- 
gerate ;  orliers  to  dry,  and  fome  to  mitigate  pain  j 
others  to  mollify  and  difperfe,  and  others  tq 
ftrengthen.  In  fhort,  they  are  good  for  the  difor- 
ders  of  the  head,  ftomach,  abdomen,  inteftines, 
loins,  uterus,  bladder,  and  joints." 

They  were  no  lefs  particular  in  their  fomenta- 
tion, as  the  beforementjoned  Author  obferves.  Chap, 
31,       Humida  itaque  foment  a  inflammationibus  con-' 
veniunt  a  biliofis   hiimorihus  fa£iis.     Sicca  vero  bis 
qua  a  tentii  et  aquofo  J  anguine  froduEla  funt^  et  lenia 
quidem  /omenta  mordacibus  humoribus  conveniuni,  mor- 
dacia  vero  et  attenuantia  craffis  ac  vifco/is."    Moift  fo- 
mentations are  good  in  inflammations,  eaufed  by 
bilious  humours — but  the  dry  are  for  diforders  pro- 
duced by  attenuated  and  watery  blood,  the  foftening 
and  mollifying  fomentations  are  good  for  fharp  and 
corrofive  humours,  and  thofe  made  of  lharp  and  at- 
tenuating fubftances,  are  fit  to  reftify  glutinous  and 
vifcous  fluids. — Boerhaave  repeats  very  nearly  th£  fame 
thing  for  the  cure  of  difeafes  proceeding  from  a 
fpontaneous  gluten.  "  Baths  (fays  he)  are  cither  wet 
pr  dry ;  the  former  adt  by  relaxing  and  diluting ; 
to  thefe  therefore  are  added  aromatic  herbs,  which 
ftrengthen  and  attenuate,  and  at  the  fame  time  fric- 
tions are  ufed  ;  afterwards  the  dry  baths  are  of  fer- 
vice,  by  exciting  a  greater  heat ;  but  as  the  whole 
external  furface  of  the  body  is  covered  with  bibu- 
lous veins,  the  virtue  of  thefe  aromatic  herbs  may 
be  tranfmittcd  through  them,  cfpecially  when  they 
are  relaxed  in  the  bath. — And  Hippocrates  de  affec- 
tionibus  plainly  fays,      that  whatever  part  the  pain 
invades,  lliould  be  treated  with  baths,  fomentations, 
^nd  emollient  liniments, — Medea,  who  (as  Palae- 
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phatus  has  obferved)  acquired  the  reputation  of  rc- 
ftoring  youth  to  old  men,  is  faid  to  have  ufed  no 
other  ingredients  than  medicated  waters,  and  the 
effluvia  of  balfamic  herbs. 

Galen  de  Cerebro,  fays,  "  that  the  health  of  the 
brain  is  preferved  by  the  fumigation  of  aromatics, 
which  will  comfort  it,  cure  cold,  and  the  head- 
ake." — Brunety  in  his  Medicina  Pra5lica,  and 
Hiverius,  in  his  Praxis  Medica,  prefcribe  for 
the  diforders  of  the  ears,  medicated  fumiga- 
tions to  be  conveyed  to  the  parts. — Lotichius  de 
jitrophia,  fays,  humeSiantia  imperanda  funt,  tta  'Ut 
"uifcerum  «bftru5iiones  expediantur,  in  hec  cafu  laudabile 
eji  balneum  herb  arum  Aromaticarum  paratum. — In  an 
atrophy,  or  defedt  of  nutrition  which  is  a  con- 
fumption  of  the  whole  or  fome  particular  part  of 
the  body,  but  efpecially  of  the  extremities,  moif- 
tenlng  things  are  to  be  prefcribed,  fo  as  to  diflblvc 
the  obftrudtions  of  the  vifcera,  and  in  this  cafe  a 
bath  prepared  of  aromatics  is  commendable. — 
Tijfot,  as  above,  fays,  "  that  many  eminent  phy- 
licians,  regarding  all  diforders  of  the  nerves  as  the 
confequences  of  relaxed  fibres  and  weak  digeftion, 
would  elfed:  a  cure  by  means  of  remedies  which  are 
hot,  and  ftrengthened  by  gums,  fleel  bitters,  cam- 
phire,  caftor,  muflc,  fpirituous  tinftures,  opium, 
&c.  which  is  an  error,  and  unhappily  they  have 
no  better  fuccefs  than  in  complaints  of  the  flo- 
mach ;  but  an  innocent  regimen,  and  the  benefit 
of  the  warm  bath,  ufed  in  the  morning,  falling,  is 
here  of  the  great eJi  utility.  I  have  feen  three  pa- 
tients (fays  he)  in  this  cafe,  thrown  by  thefe  fmall 
fevers  into  a  confirmed  heftic  fever,  whofe  fituation 
feemed  almoft  defperatc,  and  yet  were  perfedllf 
cured  by  iifing  this  remedy,  and  cows  milk  only, 
for  nourilhment,  vid.  the  x.  Article,  fed:.  86.— For 
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curing  convulfion",  to  which  many  of  the  fair  fex  ara 
fo    much  fubjedt,   nothing  is  better  than  tepid 
emollient  water  and  vapourous  baths,  and  oleous 
fridiions;  as  Baglivi  de  fibra  matrice,  fays,  that  the  cure 
is  to  be  performed  by  taking  away  the  irritation  and 
the  contraction  of  the  fibres,  with  baths  and  oleous 
fubftances.    In  the  pbftruClion  of  the  uterus,  Prime- 
rafe  obferves  "  that  fi  denfus  et  durus  uterus  fuerit^ 
fotu,  ivfejfu,  Juffitu  emolliendus  erit  \ — if  the  utprus  be 
thick  and  hard,  it  mud  be  mollified  wdth  fomen- 
tation, tbe  half  bath,  and  fumigation;"  and  in  the 
fuppreflion  of  a  certain  evacuation,  we  muft  (faysj 
he)  balnea^  et  fotus  imperare  ex  decoclis  aperientibus ; 
prefcribe  baths,  and  fomentations  of  aperient  de-r 
codtions."  Ti/fot,  on  the  irregularity  of  the  courfes, 
obferves,  "  this  diforder,  fhould  be  carefully  treated, 
and  hot  remedies  cautioully  avoided,  for  fear  of  ir- 
ritating the  nerves,  and  giving  an  inflammatory 
thicknefs  to  theblood,  and  thereby  prolonging,  inftead 
of  ending  the  malady.:  it  yields  to  an  innocent  r^ 
gimen,  a  regular  life,  and  warm  baths. — And  Hip- 
pocrates, in  the  ift  Book,  fays,  fuffitus  ex  aromaticis 
muliebra  ducit,    et  ,  aliis  quoque  joret  utilis  — that 
fuffumigation  of  aromatics  are  of  elTential  fervice  to 
women.    In  the  inflammation  of  the  uterus,  Ajirtic 
tells  us,      that  prad:ioners  advifed  that  kind  of 
half-bath,  diftinguiflied  in  latin  by  the  name  of 
infejfus thefe  half-baths  were  prepared  with  a  dc- 
cofti.on  of  emolli,ent  and  anodyne  herbs,  fuch  as 
thofe  which  are  employed  for  fomentation ;  but 
this  praflice,  (fays  he)  had  unavoidable  inconveni- 
ences .;  for  either  the  decodlion  of  thefe  half-baths 
would  be  colder  than  the  part  bathed,  and  then 
fchey  would  have  the  fame  bad  effedts  as  the  topics 
applied  cold  ;  or  they  would  be  hotter,  and  in  that 
cafe  would  augment  the  inflammation." 
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What  a  misfortune,  that  remedies  thus  efficacious, 
and  which  were  judged  then  to  be  fo,  either  by 
their  effelils^  or  by  well-founded  conjcftures,  could 
not  have  been  ufed  with  fafety  for  the  cure  of  va- 
rious complaints  !  Whatever  was  the  caufe  that 
no  farther  enquiry  has  been  made  into  fuch  an  im- 
portant objeft,  is  nothing  to  our  prefent  purpofe  : 
it  will  be  enough  for  me  to  fay,  that  I  have  a 
furc  and  eafy  method  to  keep  the  abovemen- 
tioned  baths,  for  any  length  of  time,  to  a  fixed  de- 
gree of  heat ;  The  public  is  indebted  for  this  dif- 
eovery,  as  well  as  for  many  others  of  no  lefs  im- 
portance and  utility,  to  my  Father,  who  has  been 
the  renovator  of  the  antient  baths,  Sec.  to  which 
he  has  added  many  new  inventions  of  his  own, 
which  have  rendered  the  application  of  them  eafy 
and  falutary  for  almofl  every  complaint. 

It  muft  not  here  be  forgotten  to  fay  fomething 
about  fridiions,  which  are  equally  as  neceffary 
auxiliaries  for  the  cure  of  many  complaints  as  the 
before  mentioned  operations.  The  friftions  which 
I  ufually  order  for  my  Patients  are  of  fevcral  kinds, 
and  defigned  often  to  ferve  quite  oppofite  purpofes. 
This  practice  is  confirmed  by  Hippocrates,  who  fays, 
"  that  fridtion  if  hard  it  binds,  if  foft  it  loofes, 
if  violent  it  diminiflies,  if  moderate  it»fills  up." 
Galen  exprefles  himfelf  very  near  in  the  fame 
manner,  where  he  fays,  "  when  we  would  make 
any  part  flefhy  we  muft  rub  it  till  we  make 
it  fwell;  but  when  we  would  diffipate  or  lef- 
fen  the  bulk  of  it,  we  muft  ftill  rub  on,  till  the 
part  which  has  fwelled  fliall  fubfide. — Nay  him- 
felf cured  many  of  his  Patients  by  rubbing  the 
mufcular  parts  with  emollient  liniments,  after  the 
fomentations  had  been  applied,  upon  perfons  long 
confumptivc,  and  in  a  wafting  condition. — Columella 
is  of  opinion,  that  it  does  more  good  to  have  the 
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back  well  rubbed  down,  then  the  ftoinach  filled 
"with  large  quantities  of  food, — Van  Sweiten,  in 
iiis  Commentaries  fays,  that  fridions  caufe  a  fuccef- 
five  and  repeated  compreliion  and  relaxation  of  the 
veffels,  and  fo  fupply  the  place  of  their  reciprocal 
motion:  by  prefling  the  liquid  from  the  apex  of  the 
v£ffels  to  the  bafis,  we  may  tura  the  arteries  into 
^eins,  and  fo  bring  the  obftruding  matter  out  of  the 
narrow  into  a  broader  part  of  the  artery,  into  which 
it  prefently  returns  again,  when  the  veffel  is  re- 
laxed ;  if  this  be  often  repeated  it  will  be  exadly 
tlie  fame  cafe  as  Leevwmhoeck  faw  in  the  bat :  i.  c. 
the  obllrufting  matter  will  be  divided  and  at- 
tenuated by  going  backwards  and  forwards,  till  at 
lail  it  can  pafs  into  the  vein,  Obfervation  fhews  the 
great  ufe  of  friftiqn  in  refolying  obftrudtions  ; — I 
liave  feen  (fays  he)  an  indurated  parotid  gland,  after  „ 
many  very  good  applications  have  failed,  refolved, 
^y  being  well  rubbed  with  woollen  cloths  for  an 
hour  together  twice  a.  day,  after  having  been  ex- 
pofed  to  the  vapour  of  warm  water,  vinegar.  See, 
Tbe  like  alfo  has  been  feen  in  the  glands  of  the  neck 
when  they  have  been  ftrumous.  He  further  obferves 
that  liniments  made  of  the  mildefl:  oily  fubftances  of 
the  fmoGtheft  oils,  drawn  from  vegetables,  are  of 
■  fignal  fer^jice,  efpecially  if  applied  to  the  part  after 
t'bey  have  been  deterged  by  bath,  and  fomenta-. 
tions,  and  well  dried.  Mtitts^  Serm.  xii.  chap.  21, 
beftows  the  higheft  commendation  on  fridiions,  as  a 
good  prefervative  againU:  the  gout. 

.  Boerhaave,  after  he  has  pafled  fimilar  encomiums 
on  the  fubjedl,  fays,  "  Add  to  this,  that  the  extrava- 
fated  and  concreted  blood  itfelf  will  be  attenu- 
ated and  refolved  by  fridtions ;  for  if  the  blood 
which  has  been  taken  from  the  veins  of  a  healthy 
pcrfon,  and  congealed  in  the  open  air,  be  grour.d 
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ifl  a  glafs  mortar,  it  may  be  again  diflblved  into  % 
frothy  and  coloured  liquor  ;  and  therefore  fridtions 
are  evidently  of  the  greateft  ufe  in  the  cure  of  coi^- 
yulfions." 

Thus  I  have  nearly  fubmitted  to  the  public  im- 
partial judgment,  a  compleat  defcription  of  my  ap- 
paratus, and  of  its  extenfive  ufe  in  the  cure  of  moft 
diforders  ;  with  a  long  train  of  obfervations  and  au- 
thorities from  noted  Phyficians  and  Philofophers 
in  fupport  of  the  importance  of  my  pradtice, 
in  refpedt  to  each  of  the  abovementioned  opera- 
tions, except  on  the  pump  ;  concerning  which  I  Ihiall 
pow  fubjoin  the  following. 

*  Baccius  fa)^s,  Oper,a  pretium  verb  ell  in  tarn, 
nohili  minijterio,  loca  determinare^  quibus  proprte  conn 
veniat  Duccia — Communis  quidem  ujus  ejl,  ut  in  capitg 
duobus  potijftmum  locis  fufcipiatur,  in  bregmate^  fcilicet 
qua  commijfura  coronalis  dicitur  a  vertice  fcilicet  anterior 
capitis  pars,  et  item  fumitur  in  occipite^  ubi  ejl  fpinalis 
medulla  frincipium^  qua  nucha  vulgo  dicitur.  Op- 
tima vero  ratione  ad  hunc  ufum^  bregma^  hoc  eft  a  ver- 
tice in  frontem  capitis  pars  proponitur.  Primum  qui- 
dem, quia  hie  locus  communis  eft,  aptijfmufque  ad  omnes 
eiufmodi  capitis  affeSius  frigidos  curandos :  five  qmdem 
in  capite  ipfo  conjiftant,  ut  funt  omnes  cat arrhi  fobotes, 
qui  fun5liones  ipf as  capitis  obladant,  qua  vel  ad  fenfumy 
vel  ad  tnotum  attineant.  Sive  difiillatio  a  capite  ad 
fubje£las  corporis  pertingat  partes,  ut  funt  apoplexia, 
inter  omm  intentijfma  paftio,  et  poftea  paralyfts,  et  qua. 
pro  nervorum  communicantia,  et  ligamentorum  ad  omnes 
partes,  miverfum  corpus,  aut  articulos,  jun£lurafque  aut 

*  What  this  author  ha$  advanced,  is  fupportcd  by  his  own

*  It  is  a  moft    important    thing  (fays  he)  to 
determine  the  places  to  which  the  pump  is  to  be 
applied  ; — the  more  common  are  from  the  crown 
of  the  head  to  the  fore  part  of  it,  and  likewife  on 
the  back  part  of  the  head,  where  the!  fpinal  marrow 
begins,  commonly  called  the  nape. — For  a  very 
good  reafon  fuch  parts  have  been  fele6.ed,  becaufe 
they  are  the  mofl  convenient  to  cure  all  difor- 
ders  proceeding  from  the  head,  or  lituated  in  the 
head  itfelf ;  fuch  as  are  all  that  ilTue  from  defluxions, 
which  injure  the  very  functions  of  the  head  that 
belong  to  fenfe,  or  motion  ;  or  others  falling  from 
the  head  to  fon>e  depending  part  of  the  body  ;  as 
apoplexies,    paralyfis,   and    thofe    that  through 
the  communication  of  the  nerves  and  ligaments  af- 
fed:  the  articulation  of  the  bones,  the  joints,  the 
whole  body,  or  any  particular  part  of  it ;  and  as 
the  origin  of  all  thefe  complaints  is  in  the  brain,  fo 
there  without  lofs  of  time  we  myil  apply  the  reme- 
dies, and  the  pump  is  peculiarly  necelfary." — Aetius 
recommends  the  pump  in  contractions,  ftiffnefs, 
and  obftruftions  ;  ai\d  Boerhaave,  with  the  help  of 
the  pump,  has  fometimes  cured  the  moft  chronical 
and  ftubborn  tumours  of  the  knee.    The  pump, 
therefore,  the  medicated  water  and  vapourous  baths, 
and  friftion,  are  of  great  fervice  for  attenuating 
grofs  and  vifcid  humours ;  for  enlarging  the  dia- 
meter of  the  obftruded  veffels,  for  mollifying  and 
relaxing  ftiff  and  contrafted  fmews  and  ligaments, 
reftoring  a  regular  circulation  to  the  fluids,  and  its 
natural  motion  to  the  folids.    But  to  prepare  for 
and  adminifter  to  the  human  body  the  above- 
mentioned  operations,  it  requires  not  only  a  know- 
ledge 
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ledge  of  the  patient's  conftitution,  of  his  difeafe,of 
the  anatomy  both  of  body  and  mind)  together  wit^i 
other  acquifitions  neceffary  to  qualify  a  phyficiah; 
but  alfo  a  long  experience,  and  a  conftant  and  dili- 
gent obfervation  on  the  ditferent  effects  produced 
by  the  outward  application  of  different  ingre- 
dients. A  great  many  medical  fubftances  of  ani- 
mals, vegetables,  and  minerals,  have  contrary  ef- 
fefts  outwardly  applied,  to  what  they  have  in- 
wardly given ; — few  were  known  to  the  ancient  or 
modern  phylicians  and  philofophers  to  aft  fo  dif- 
ferently ;  but  there  is  a  very  long  tribe  of  them 
in  the  materia  medica  that  produce  in  our  con- 
ftitufion,  outwardly  applied,  effefts  diametrical]/ 
oppofite  to  the  received  opinion;  effects  only  known, 
fo  far  as  I  conceive,  to  my  Father  and  myfelf. 
This  knowledge,  acquired  only  by  experienc-c 
and  clofe  attention  to  this  unufual  mode  of  prac- 
tice, enfures  to  us  tkat  fuccefs  in  our  undertaking, 
which  cannot  be  expedled  by  others,  who  are  ig- 
norant of  our  peculiar  method. 

In  prefcribing  or  ordering  the  pump,  regard  too 
mufl:  be  had  to  the  part  on  which  it  is  to  be  given  ; 
to  the  force  with  which  the  water  falls  upon  it ;  to 
the  degree  of  heat,  and  to  its  medical  quality  ;  and 
a  fimilar  attention  muft  be  alfo  paid,  in  the  ufe  of 
the  other  operations.  I  lhall  endeavour  to  corro- 
borate this  affertion  with  fubftantial  authorities,  in 
order  to  inform  better  feveral  medical  gentlemen, 
who,  whether  through  dillike,  or  through  ignorance, 
mifapprehend  or  conceal  the  efficacy  of  this,  and  of 
the  aforefaid  operations ;  or  reprefent  them  to  their 
patients  as  the  inventions  of  quacks  and  impof- 
tors.  I  knov/  many  Ladies  and  Gentlemen  who  have 
been  recommended  to  thefe  medicated  baths,  Sec. 
by  fome  of  their  acquaintances^  and  who  have  hap- 
pily

pily  experienced  their  ufefulnefs  in  the  cure  ai 
fimilar  complaints.  There  had  been  a  great  many 
gentlemen  of  the  faculty  that  encouraged  them 
to  perfue  this  planj  .while  fom.e,  I  cannot  tell 
upon  what  principle,  when  they  were  confulted  on 
the  occafion,  depreciated  their  effedls,  and  were  even 
enraged  at  hearing  fuggefted  to  their  wisdom 
any  remedies  for  fecuring  health.  This  is  a  practice 
generally  ufed  by  fuch  oracles,  to  annihilate  every  dif- 
covery  that  is  not  ufeful  to  themfelves,  however 
beneficial  it  may  be  to  the  community.  They 
have  been  often  cenfured  for  fuch  fcandalous  deal- 
ing in  many  publications,  but  to  no  purpofe  :  I 
remember  to  have  feaci  the  following  paragraph 
in  an  ingenious  book  called  The  Duty  and  Offices 
of  a  Phyfician  :  ■  There  are  fome  of  our  fa-^ 
culty,  who  from  a  pretended  regard  to  the  dig- 
nity of  the  profeflion,  but  in  reality  from  the 
meaneji  and  moft  Jelfijh  views,  refufe  to  apply  any 
remedy  propofed  in  this  manner,  without  regard 
to  its  propriety ;  but  this  (fays  the  author)  is  an 
infolent  piece  of  tyranny.  Every  man  has  a  title  to' 
fpeak,  whefe  his  life  and  his  health  is  concerned,  and 
every  man  is  entitled  to  fuggeft,  what  he  thinks  may 
fave  the  life  of  his  friend."  Now  to  come  to  my 
purpofe  refpefting  the  pump.  Galen  fays,  that  ex 
antiquorum  mcdicorum  injlitutis  in  capitis  affeSlioni- 
ins  duccice  funt  adminiftranda ;  nempe  qua  capitali- 
hus  conftare  deheant  herbis  ac  floribus  aliijque  rebus 
tenuis  ad  penetrationem,  qiiam  oh  rem  et  nitrum  ad- 
mifcebant^  fal,  vinum,  et  etiam  vonnulli  acetum,  "  Ac- 
cording to  the  inftitutions  of  the  antient  phyficians, 
in  the  difeafes  of  the  head,  Pumps  arc  to  be  ad- 
miniftercd ;  however,  they  muft  be  prepared  with 
the  befl  kind  of  herbs  and  flowers,  and  of  fubtilc 
and  penetrating  ingredients  :•  for  which  ufc  they 
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mixed  nitre,  fait,  wine,  and  in  many  inflanccs  vine- 
gar." This,  and  many  other  given  inilances,  proves 
the  importance  of  impregnating  waters  and  vapours 
with  the  virtue  of  vegetables,  &c.  The  Right  Rev,- 
Dr.  Berkeley,  an  eminent  philofopher,  fays,  "  it 
may  be  faid  indeed  of  common  water  that  it  attenu- 
ate;  alfo  oi mercurial  preparaiions,  th^t  they  attenu- 
ates ;  but  it  ihould  be  confideredthat  mere  water  only 
diftendsthe  veirels,and  therefore  weakens  their  toney 
and  that  mercury,  by  its  great  momentum,  may 
iujlly  be  fufpefted  of  hurting  the  fine  capillaries; 
which  two  deobftruents  therefore  might  eafily  over- 
all their  parts,  and  by  lejfening  the  force  of  the  veffels, 
remotely  produce  ihofe  concretions  which  they  are  intended 
to  rernove." 

jEtius,  lib.  3,  cap.  i68,  is  very  juftly  of  opinion' 
that  pumps  and  baths  of  warm  mineral  water  arc 
very  dangerous  to  dry  and  plethoric  conftitutions.  - 
t/^i  habet  calidarum  fponte  manantium  aquarim  iifumy 
fioxium  ejfe  capitibus  natura  calidis : — Et  Julphurea 
{inquit  Galenus)  aqu^e  et  bituminofa  verb  quoniam  an-~ 
gufios  ciaudiint  poros  ac  comp-rimmt,  tenuem  excitant 
defluxionem  : — where  natural  warm  mineral  waters, 
are  ufed  for  hot  conftitutions,  it  is  very  pernicious ; 
and  thofe  {Galen  fays)  impregnated  with  brimftone 
and  bitumen,  becaufc  they  warm,  are  great  enemies 
to  hot  conftitutions  :  thofe  impregnated  with  allum, 
as  they  prefs  and  clofe  up  the  little  pores,  caufe 
lliarp  defluxions. — 

Charlenton  on  the  Bath  water,  fays,  "  that  the  in- 
conveniences of  pumping  there  proceed  from  the 
weight  and  preflure  of  the  water,  which  together 
vuith  its  heat,  excites  a  vibratory  and  impulfivc  mo- 
tion in  the  obftrudted  veflels,  which  puHies  forward 
their  ftagnant  contents  :  if  they  are  liquid  enough 
to  pafs  the  bounds  of  their  confinement,  fucccfs 
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^111  attend  the  application ;  but  where  they  ari 
too  vifcid,  where  they  are  endued  with  an  acrimo- 
nious difpofition,  where  the  conflitution  of  the  pa- 
tient is  hot  and  feverilh,  or  at  leaft  in  that  ftate  at 
the  time  of  ufing  the  pump,  an  inflammation  of  the 
part  muft  be  the  confequencc  ;  which,  if  great  care 
be  not  taken,  is  followed  by  a  generation  of  mat- 
te rj  whofe  favourable  termination  calls  for  the  cauf- 
tic  or  incifion  knife  ;"  neverthelefs  it  muft  be  added, 
that  patients  have  been  fent  to  the  Bath  water  by 
feme  of  our  wife  Phyficians,  to  bathe  and  to  be 
'  pumped  upon  the  head  for  the  palfy,  for  other 
analogous  complaints,  and  fdme  for  the  head-ach, 
who  have  loft  their  lives  under  the  operation. — 

^is  cafum  meriiis  adfcribere  talibus  audeat  ? 
Who  can  afcribe  fuch  wonders  to  chance  ? 

Claudiancus^ 

The  ufe  therefore  of  natural  warm  mineral  water" 
has  been,  and  will  prove  pernicious  in  many  difor- 
ders. — The  inconvenience  of  adapting  the  difeafc 
to  the  uncertain  virtue  of  the  waters,  inftead  of  ap- 
propriating (as  I  do)  the  remedy  td  the  difeafe, 
hath  rendered  the  application  of  them  not  only 
fruitlefs,  but  dangerous.  It  will  be  eafily  con- 
ceivf'd  that  the  various  poifonous  and  healing  qua^ 
Hties  of  natural  mineral  waters  depend  on  the  dif- 
ferent fubterraneous  metallic,  bituminous,  or  other 
fubftances,  through  which  the  waters  pafs.  Many 
a  fpring  hath  altered  its  virtue  feveral  times ;  the 
repeated  analyfis  of  them  has  evinced  the  faft.  Chy- 
mifts  have  attributed  the  different  qualities  found 
in  the  fame  fpring  of  water  at  different  times,  to  a 
want  of  accuracy  in  the  former  analyfations,  when 
in  reality  it  was  owing  to  a  deficiency  of  thofe  bo- 
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!?odies,  (which  were  then  worn  away  by  the 
■continual  flowing  of  the  water  through  them) 
or  to  a  mixture,  or  fubftitution  of  others  of  differ^ 
ent  nature ;  hence  an  ingenious  author  obferves^ 
^'  Haud  nect/pm  u(  ab  ignibus  fubt  err  amis  calidi 
fontes  emfcunlur^  fed  arte  nos  tantum  fufficit  uti,  quia 
paiicijjimis,  vd  potius  nemini  datum  e[i  fubftantialiter^ 
et  realiter  intelligere  quod  inferior e  condidit  natura  an- 
gulQ,"—^lt  is  not  necelTary  for  us  to  ufe  natural 
warm  mineral  waters,  but  on(y  artificial ;  .becaufe  it 
is  in  the  power  of  very  few,  or  rather  of  none,  to 
underftand  truly  what  nature  has  concealed  und-er 
ground."  But  as  the  fubjedt  at  prefent  in  view  is 
to  publifti  the  importance  of  my  operations,  con- 
cerning which  I  have  fufficiently  expatiated,  I  fliall 
fay  nothing  moie  on  the  uncertain  and  variable 
qualities  of  mineral  waters;  fubjoining  only  an  obfer- 
vation  on  my  machine  for  pumpingon  any  particular 
part  of  thebody,  which  is  fo conveniently  conflrufted, 
that  the  quantity  of  the  falling  water  is  at  pleafure  in- 
creafcd  or  diminiflied,  with  or  without  lelTening,  or 
increafing  its  force  ;  in  fliort,  it  may  be  brought 
from  the  fmalleft  drops  or  ftream  to  a  full  quantity 
and  ftrength  of  a  fire  engine;  and  fowV^-y^r/^,  without 
any  additional  inftrument  or  trouble.— The  waters 
arelikewife  impregnated  with  medical  fub fiances,  and 
heated  to  a  degree  fliitable  to  the  patient's  conilitu- 
tion,  his  diforder,  and  part  affedied,  and  great  care 
and  precaution  is  taken  in  this,  as  well  in  the  ad- 
miniftration  of  the  other  operations,  in  order  to 
avoid  every  inconveniency,  and  to  render  the  appli- 
cation of  them  effedtual  in  the  cure  of  thofe  com- 
plaints vyhich  they  are  intended  to  remove. 

The  reader  mull  take  notice  that  I  never  pofi- 
tively  promife  to  cure  any  body,  but  only  under- 
take fuch  Patients  in  whom  I  think  there  is  a  ra- 
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tional  probability  of  fuccefs  j  Phyficians,  that  have 
tlieir  honour  at  heart,  ought  fo  to  do,  becaiifc  the 
Art  of  Phyfic  is  conjcdtural,  and  very  often  do  not 
correfpond,  either  to  conjcfturc  or  experience  ;  and 
now  and  then  it  happens  that  when  the  Phyfi- 
cian  is  certain  of  a  cure,  it  is  juil  the  time  he  is 
deluded  ;  as  Celfus  obfcrves,  eft  enim ;  h^c  ars  con- 
ieSiuralis^  neque  refpsvdet  ei  plerumque  non  folum  conjec- 
tural fed  etiam  experientia — -fpes  interdum  fruftratur,  et 
morilur  aJiquis  de  quo  Medicus  fecurus  prima  fmt; — : 
thefe  are  general  misfortunes  which  every  one  of 
the  faculty  meets  with  in  the  courfe  of-  their  prac- 
tice, but  rnorc  fo  thofe,  who  have  only  a  general 
Jcnowledgc  of  difcafcs,  \yithout  being  well  ac- 
quainted  with   the    particular   temperament  of 
the  patient.   There  is  too,  a  natural  deficiency  in 
fomc  Phyficians  abilities,  which  render  them  un- 
fuccefsful  in  the  cure  of  difeafcs,  —  for  (as  moft 
Jcarned  men  agree)  the  theory  of  Phyfic  belongs 
part  to  the  memory  and  part  to  the  underfiiand- 
ing,  but  the  practice  to  the  imagination,  there? 
fore  this  laft  is  the  faculty  moft  wanted  to  form 
SI  diagnoftic  of  the  difeafe,  in  order  to  perform 
a  cure ;  Gakn  Epid.  p.  5,  com.  i.  fays,  "  that 
the  true  name  of  a  Phyfician  is  to  be  the  in- 
ventor of  the  occafion ;  but  to  learn  to  know  time, 
place  and  occafion,  are  works  of  the  imagination, 
becaufe  that  carries  with  it  figure  and  correfpondencc; 
fomctimes  we  obfervc  that  found  perfons,  who  are 
deeply  plunged  into  fome  fpeculation,  fee  nothing 
before  them,  nor  hear,  though  they  arc  called,  nor 
tafte  meat  favory  or  unfavory,  though  in  their 
mouth,  wherefore  it  is  certain  that  the  imagination 
form  the  judgment  and  notice  of  particulars,  and 
^ot  the  iindcrftanding  or  outward  fcnfes;  then  it 
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follow  that  tlic  Pliyfician  who  is  expert  in  theory 
will  be  an  ill  pradtioner,  inafmuch  as  his  imagina- 
tion will  be  lame,  and  fo  vice  verja.  Hence  Huartes 
abferves,  "  that  this  is  the  very  reafon  why  none  are 
fo  coniummate  in  Phyiie  as  not  to  fail  in  their  per- 
formances ;  it  is  needful  to  know  the  whole  art, 
and  to  have  a  good  imagination  to  reduce  the  fame 
to  praftice  4  but  (fays  he)  thefe  two  things  are  in- 
•compatible.  Phyficians  cannot  cure  every  difeafe, 
otherwifc,  as  Areteus  fays,  they  would  be 
more  than  Gods  ; — JEgroti  omnes  fanari  non  pojfiint : 
Medicus  enim  Deoru?n  fotentiam  anteiret ;  when  wc 
do  our  beft  endeavour  to  cure  our  Patients,  'wc 
.  have  fully  done  our  <  duty,  I  hope  the  readers 
will  exeufc  this  deviation  from  the  main  point, 
as  it  tends  to  ftiew  the  imprudence  of  thofe 
that  are  too  ralh,  and  abfolutc  in  their  prognofti^ 
jcatioa. 

What  I  have  faid  in  thefe  two  antecedent  pages 
Iho.uld  not  difcourage  any  body  to  procure  a  re- 
inedy  for  their  refpedtive  maladies,  wherever  they 
can  meet  with  one.  I  am  of  opinion,  that  my  ap- 
paratus of  medicated  waters,  vapourous  and  dry 
baths,  pumps,  moift  and  dry  fumigations,  fric- 
tions, Scc,  will  not  be  deemed  an  objedt  unworthy 
-pf  their  attention  for  the  purpofe,  becaufe  who- 
ever ftridtly  conlider  the  caufes  of  health  and  ficki- 
ncfs,  the  more  reafon  they  will  find  to  be  fatisfied 
with,  and  to  acquiefce  in  the  fyftem  here  laid 
down;  by  this  many  obftinate  and  defperate  com- 
plaints have  been  cured,  and  the  poffibility  of 
charging  the  fluids  (by  external  applications) 
with  fuch  particles  as  are  .fit  to  prevent  difeafes, 
and  repair  difordered  conftitutions,  plainly  proved* 
Hippocrates,  Celfus ,  Rhafis ,  OribafiuSj^c*  &c.  made  it 
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their  common  praftice  to  cure  fevers  of  all  forts, 
^nd  many  other  acute  and  chronical  complaints. 

Paulus  Mgtneta  recommends  limilar  operations, 
tanquam  remedium  optimum,  tutijftmim  et  omnibus  fer^ 
idoneum,  as  a  very  fure,  excellent  remedy,  and 
commonly  the  beft  of  all,  and  Proffer  Aipinus  turn 
ad  valetudinem  tuendam,  turn  ad  mcrbos  fanandos, 
whatever  for  preferving  health,  or  for  curing 
(difeafeSf — Thefe  (fays  Sutherland)  are  authorities, 
which  will  be  held  in  ^reverence,  when  our  very 
names  come  to  be  forgotten. 

Any  feafon  of  the  year,  whenever  we  become 
lick,  is  proper  for  the  ufe  of  my  operations,  as 
they  are  heated  and  medicated  according  to  the 
Patient's  conftitution,  difeafe,  and  ftate  of  the  at- 
mofphere,  which  I  hope  they  will  find  them  as 
falutary,  as  they  are  rational,  if  adopted  before  the 
Jiamina  vita  are  deflroyed ;  therefore  Patients  ought 
to  repair  in  time  to  reap  the  benefit  of  a  remedy 
equally  pleafant  and  efficacious.

don, for  the  venereal  complaint,  attended  with  pain- 
ful fcrpigineons,  fcorbutic,  and  venereal  ulcers, 
on  fcveraf  parts  of  his  body,  without  receiving  any 
benefit  from  their  prefcription,  and  attendance. — 
He  then  confulted  two  other  gentlemen  of  the  fa- 
culty, who  advifed  him  to  live  on  a  milk  diet,  and 
to  take  half  a  pint  of  the  infufion  of  fajfafras,  with 
twenty  drops  of  Huxam's  effence  of  antimony, 
every  night  at  bed-time,  and  to  drefs  the  ulcers 
with  Turner's  cerate,  which  he  did  for  two  months 
to  no  purpofe.  The  power  of  bark  was  alfo  unfuc- 
cefsfully  tried  for  a  confiderable  time. 

Finding  that  neither  repeated  falivation,  nor  the 
I'oathfome  load  of  medicines  he  took  could  check 
the  rapid  progrefs  ,of  his  complaints,  he  began  to 
loofe  all  hope  of  recovery.

above  two  years. 
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At  laft,  perceiving  his  complaint  growing  more 
troublefome  and  dangerous,  put  himfelf  under  the 
diredion  of  a  furgeon  who  has  falivated  him  twice, 
in  the  courfe  of  two  years,  for  fix  or  feven  weeks 
each  time,  but  the  patient  being  of  a  fcorbutic 
conftitution,  he  rather  irritated  than  alleviated  his 
complaint.  The  next  year  he  was  again  falivated 
by  another  furgeon,  by  whofe  direftions  he  alfo 
took  a  great  quantity  of  medicines,  both  of  the 
vegetable  and  mineral  kinds, — ^but  neverthelefs 
his  diforder  increafed  every  day.  Unable  to  with- 
ftand  any  longer  the  force  of  this  fevere  operation, 
which  together  with  the  long  courfe  of  abftinencc 
during  its  progrefs,  and  the  great  quantity  of  phy- 
lic  he  took,  had  debilitated  him  in  fuch  a  manner, 
that  he  would  perhaps  have  funk  under  another 
falivation. — Reading  in  the  Weflminfter  Magazine 
an  account  of  my  method  of  treating  fuch  and 
other  different  complaints,  he  refolved  to  put  him- 
felf under  my  care.  Accordingly  he  went  twice  a

A Very  reputable  merchant  of  London,    of  a 
fcorbutic  coniVitution,  was  attacked  with  a

baths  heated,  and  medicated  according  to  the  ftate 
of  this  difeafe  and  the  patient's  conltitution,  ought 
to  be  followed,  the  friAions  and  the  pump  are  very 
clten  neceffjry.    If  we  look  into  antiquity  v/e  lhail 
find,  that  JEiius  fer.  i.  cap.  lo.  recommends  the 
daily  uf<-  of  artificial  baths,  tha.z  Ga/en  lib. •3.  de 
locis  affed..  has  perforn"ied  many  cures  of  this  dif- 
eafc  by  the   ulc   of   baths   and-  friftron  alone  — 
i^y&^j  de  Melanc.  advifcs  the  baths,  and  afterwards 
the  ufe  of  fridion,  with  oil,  liniment,  ^cih^tjafon 
Praten/is.  and  Montanus  de  Melanc.  prefer ibes  the 
fame,  Felix  P'ater  obfcrrv.   lib.   i.   and  -Lmirentius 
cap.  8.  de  mcl.  enjoined  the  long  ufe  of  artificial 
baths.  Befide  the  ufe  of  medicated  baths,  Lalius  a 
fonte  Eugubinus  confult.  44-  and  Mont  anus  conftL  31. 
for       melancholy  \:tQ.oxum.t\\^%  an  irrigation  of  water 
or  a  kind  of  pump  upon  the  head,  medicated  with 
water   lilies,    lettuce,    violets,     cam.omile,  ^c. 
Baths  of  fwect  water,  in  which  had  been  boiled  the 
leaves  of  mallows,  rofes,   violets,   water  lilies 
llowers  of  buglofs,   camomile,  i^c.  fays  Guianer 
cap.  8  tra5lo  15.  de  melanc.  are  of  wonderful  great, 
force  in  this  malady,  the  patients  (fays  he)  fliould 
ufe  them  twice  a  day,  and  when  they  come  forth 
out  of  the  baths,   their  back-bone  ought  to  be 
anointed  with  o  l  of  almonds,  violets,  nymphje 
i^c.  —  So  doth  Fucbjius  at  lib.  i.  cap.  33.  and  7vr- 
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^lelins  in  con.  44.  Burton  obfcrvcs,  that  in  the 
time  of  the  Romar.s  the  artificial  medicated  baths 
were  in  great  ufe,  and  adapted  to  this,  and 
to  many  other  complaints,  Ibrne  of  them  bathed 
So  often  as  feven  times  a  day^  as  Ccnimodus  the 
Empercr  is  reported  to  have  done,  but  ufually 
twice  a  doy  \  indeed,  when  the  dco  rce  of  heat  and 
the  medicinal  quality  of.  thefe  operations  aie  fuitcd 
to  the  pat'ent's  difeafe  and  con(i:itution,  there  is  no 
danoer  oi  receiving  any  injury  by  their  frequent 
ufe. 

XIX. 

A Young  lady  who  had  been  afflifted  with  a 
violent  hot  itchy  fcurvy,  fo  as  to  render  her 
ikin  very  dry,  rough,  and  full  of  fcurf, — the  Ikill 
of  many  gentlemen  of  the  faculty  had  been  tried 
in  vain  for  three  or  four  years,  and  the  infignifi- 
cancy  of  all  the  pretended  noftrwy.s  flic  took  as  fpc- 
cific  remedies  for  her  complaint  was  plainly  evinced  ; 
at  lafl:  flic  was  advifed  to  bathe  in  fea  water  for  a 
nionth  or  two,  which  flie  did  at  Margate,  for 
twenty-three  days,  every  morning  fafl:ing,  at  which 
period  flie  was  obliged  to  defifl  going  any  more 
into  the  fait  water,  on  account  of  an  obflruftion 
that  came  upon  her  of  a  dangerous  nature,  and  the 
fcorbutic  humours  growing  more  corrofive  as  to  ul- 
cerate her  legs  on  feveral  parts.  Difappointed  by 
this  antidote,  (as  many  call  it)  and  with  the  unex- 
pedled  additional  calamities  it  has  brought  on  her 
<:onfl:itution,  flie  came  to  London.  A  tew  days 
after  her  arrival,  reading  in  the  news-paper  an  ac- 
count of  my  new  apparatus  of  medicated  water, 
vaporous,  dry  baths,  &c.  flie  came  into  Panton- 
Square  to  confult  with  me  on  her  above  defcribed 
fituation  ;  being  convinced  of  the  rationality  of  my

f  I  ^FIE  fcurvy  being  reckoned  an  imiverfal  malady 
J[    hi  this,  as  well  as  in  many  other  northern 
countries,   it  is  neccfTary  we  fhould  take  notice 
of  its  caufes,  fymptoms,  and  method  of  cure. 

This  difeafe  is  cither  hereditary,  or  acquired 
from  the  moiflncfs  or  coldnefs  of  the  climate,  from 
the  faltncfs  of  the  atmofphere,  and  grolihefs  of 
the  food,  from  the  want  of  a  fufhcient  degree  of 
cold  to  brace,  and  of  heat  to  difFolve,  or  what- 
ever it  proceeds  from  all  thefe,  and  other  fimilar 
caufes  commonly  manifcfls  itfelf  by  fome  of  the. 
following  fymptoms  : 

1.  A  preternatural  lazincfs,  a  fpontancous  laffi- 
tude,^with  pains  in  all  the  mufcles,  efpecially  in 
thofe  of  the  legs  and  loins,  and  a  difficulty  of 
walking;  when  the  patient  awakes  in  the  morning, 
his  joints  and  mufcles  feem  to  be  tired  and 
bruifed. 
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».  The  rcfpiration  is  difficult  upon  the  fmallefi: 
motion;,  there  is  an  appearing  and  difappearing 
humour  of  the  legs,  on  which  appear  brown"^ 
yellow,  and  violet  coloured  fpots,  the  gums  fwell 
and  grow  painful,  hot  and  itchy,  and  bleed  upon 
the  leaft  preilure,  the  teeth  become  loofe,  and  the 
patient  feels  pains  in  all  the  external  and  internal 
parts  of  his  body. 

3.  The  gums  grow  putrid,  when  imlamcd,  dif- 
charge  blood,  and  are  at  lafl  feized  with  a  gan- 
grene;   the  loofe  teeth  by  degrees  grow  yellow, 
black  and  rotten,  the  annuli  adjacent  to  the  vtna 
r<2».'?7^  becomes  varicous ;  there  are  often  fatal  he- 
morrhages, which  break  out  from  the  external 
ikin,  without  any  appearance  of  a  wound,  as  alfo 
from  the  lips,  gums,  m.outh,   nofe,  lungs,  fto- 
m-ich,  liver,  fpleen,  pancreas,  inteftines,  womb, 
kidnies,  &c.    There  are  found  every  where,  but 
efpccially  in  the  legs,  Vv^andering  ulcers,  fo  obfti- 
nate  as  to  yield  to  no  application,  which  are  apt  to 
turn  into  a  gangrene.    The  patient  is  alfo  afflicted 
with  an  itch,  fcurf  of  the  fkin,  a  dry  and  mild 
leprofy,  the  fibrous  part  of  the  blood  taken  from 
the  veins,   is  black,  grumous  and  thick,  though 
not  compact,  its  ferum  is  faline,  aciid,  fliarp,  and 
corrofive,  there  are  corroding  and  lancinating  pains 
Ihifting  from  place  to  place,  which  foon  terminate 
and  increafe,  but  are  more  violent  at  night. 

4.  There  are  fevers  of  various  kinds,  which 
bring  on  an  athrophy  ;  the  patient  is  fubject  to 
vomiting,  diarrhxas,  diffenteries,  feverc  ftrangua- 
ries,  deliriums,  anxieties,  which  frequently  prove 
mortal,  to  a  dropfy,  confumptlon,  melancholy 
convulfions,  palfy,  contractions,  black  fpots,  vo- 
miting and  purging  of  blood,  a  putrefaction  and 
.confumpti6n  of  the  liver,  fpleen,  pancreas,  me- 
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fcntcry,  then  the  contagion  fpreads  very  quick, 
and  a  painful  death  puts  an  end  to  the  patient's 
life. —  Such  is  the  catalogue  of  the  progreffive 
fymptoms  that  proceeds  from  the  fcurvy,  la:d  down 
by  phyfical  authors. 

Amongft  the  principal  caufes  of  this  difeafe, 
we  may  renumerate  a  cold  moift,  and  a  warm 
moift  climate,  a  faline  moift  air,  too  long  uCe 
of  fait  provifions,  and  the  inftability  of  the 
weather.  Becaufe  if  we  obferve  the  inhabi- 
tants of  other  climates,  contrary  to  the  above- 
mentioned,  are  very  little,  or  not  at  all  infefted  by 
this  diforder,  becaufe  there  is  heat  enough  to 
exalt  and  difperfe  the  grofs,  and  offenfive  va- 
pours, and,  at  proper  feafons,  cold  enough  to  con^ 
denfe  and  precipitate  them ;  but  here  they  arc 
floating  in  the  air,  which  we  conftantly  breath  and 
imbibe  through  the  whole  furface  of  our  body, 
then  the  elafticity  of  the  fibres  is  loft,  obftrudion 
follows,  and  other  fymptoms  df  the  fcurvy  ;  moift 
air  makes  vifcid  blood,  and  faline  air  inflames  this 
vilcid  blood,  from  which  proceed  broken  capil- 
laries, extravafated  blood,  fpots  of  different  co- 
lours, ulcers,  and  many  other  fcorbutic  effects. 
All  the  humours  of  the  human  body  are  apparently 
faline,  though  none  of  them  are  fait  itfelf.  The  too 
long  ufe  of  fait  provifions  increafes  too  much  this 
adtive  inftrument  of  nature,  and  difpofes  the  body 
to  putrefadion.  We  know  that  fait  ads  only 
when  it  is  diffolved,  and  then  becomes  itfelf  a 
very  great  diftblvent.  Chymifts  commonly  agree, 
that  no  fpirit,  or  fait,  whether  acid,  or  alkali,  afFeds 
gold,  unlefs  it  has  a  mixture  of  common  or 
fea  fait,  which  makes  many  compofitions  fo 
powerful  and  adive,  fo  corrofive  and  dcftrudive 
to  animal  bodies.    TL-  falts  and  oils  (fays  Bocr- 
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haavc  in  his  chymical  hiflory  of  piitrefaftion) 
taken  into  the  blood  and  mixed  with  the  juices, 
are  kept  in  the  body  fo  long  as  they  re- 
main benign  and  friendly  to  it,  but  if  they  begin 
to  putrify,  are  either  immediately  thrown  off,  as 
appears  by  the  fliarpnefs  and  fcctid  fcent  of  the 
urine,  fweat,  foeccs,  iyc.  or  if  detained  excite 
grievous  diilempers,  that  muft  of  neceffity  foon 
end  in  the  death  of  the  animal. 

Sir  John  Pringle,  in  his  twenty-fifth  experiment 
upon  Seplics,  finds  fca  fait  to  be  an  haftener 
of  putrefaftion,  where  he  fays,  "  It  being  fo  long 
an  eftablifhed  opinion,  that  fait  refills  putrefaction 
with  a  power  proportioned  to  its  quantity,  I  did 
not  therefore  rely  on  my  firfi:  trial,  but  often  re- 
peated that  experiment  which  contradidied  this 
maxim,  and  I  ftill  found  that  two  drachms  of 
frefli  beef,  with  five,  ten,  or  fifteen  grains  of  fea 
fait,  and  two  ounces  of  water,  putrified  fooner 
than  the  fame  quanlity  of  fiefh  infufed  with  water 
only." — Therefore  I  think,  that  an  unneceffary 
quantity  of  fea  fait  in  our  conflitution  may  be 
deem.ed  a  principal  caufe  of  the  fcurvy. 

Here  avails  very  little  the  affertion  of  thofe, 
who  tell  us, —  that  the  fait  which  is  in  the 
ocean,  prevents  its  growing  foetid,  and  putri- 
fying  —  That  fea  water  was  defigned  to  be  a 
kind  of  common  defence  againfl:  corruption  and 
putrefaction  of  bodies  —  That  in  .  thofe  regions 
where  the  heat  of  the  fun  is  greateft,  and  confe- 
quently  more  apt  to  corrupt  the  fluids,  the  fea  is 
falteft. 

In  my  humble  opinion  thefe  are  very  weak  argu- 
ments, eafy  to  be  confuted  by  the  following  ob- 
fervations  :  i.  "  It  is  well  known,  that  in  this  world 
thereare  a  great  many  rivers,  and  lakes,  whofe 
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waters  have  not  any  fenfiblc  degree  of  faltnefs  m 
them  diilinguilhable  by  the  tafte,  and  yet  are  pre- 
fervcd  from  corruption  and  putrefadion.  _  But  wa- 
ter, expofcd  to  the  air  by  long  ftandiag  ftill, 
will  corrupt  and  putrify,  which  corruption  and 
putrifadion  arc  the  confequences  of  ftagnation. 
The  fame  happens  when  the  blood  or  other 
juices  ftagnate  in  any  part  of  the  body,  and 
are  no  longer  agitated  by  the  force  of  circulation, 
they  will  coagulate,  then  foon  begin  to  refolve,  and 
at  length  to  putrify  ;  in  this  chymical  operation  of 
nature,the  animal faltbecomes  volatile,alkaline,fharp 
and  corrofive,  and  the  patient's  life  is  endangered 
by  a  gangrene,  mortification,  apoplexy,  tff. — 
3.  That  fea  fait  is  not  a  defence  againft  corrup- 
tion and  putrefaftion,  the  learned  Sir  John  Pringle 
has  proved  to  a  demonftration,  in  his  experi- 
ments already  defcribed — It  is  alfo  to  our  prefent 
purpofe  to  obferve,  that  a  folutlon  of  fca-falt  in 
water,  though  it  caufes  no  chanoc  of  colour  in  the 
ferum  of  the  blood  when  mixed  with  it,  yet  dif- 
folves  its  texture.*  The  fea  is  certainly  falteft  where 
there  is  mod  heat,  but  not  where  there  is  mofl  cor- 
ruption, becaufe  the  heat  of  the  fun  elevates  more 
watery  then  faline  particles  in  the  -lir. 

As  we  are  treating  of  the  bad  efk^Vs,  that  fca-falt 
and  fea-water  produce  in  our  conflituiions,  when 
improperly  applied;  I  hope  the  infertion  of  the 
following  cafes,  taken  from  Dr-  Ruflell's  Epiftolary 
Difiertation  to  Dr.  Frewin,  will  not  be  deemed  an 
improper  help  to  prove  our  argument. 

I.  A  gentleman,  aged  thirtv-fix,  was  fent  me  ai  a 
patient  from  an  eminent  phyfician  in  London.  He

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had  a  large  humid  fpreading  herpes  *  upon  the  arm 
as  alfo  fcorbutic  eruptions  iu  fpots  all  over  the  body. 
When  he  got  down  to  the  fea,  he  entered  upon  fea- 
bathing  immediately  and  dranlc  the  fea-water,  but 
upon  going  in  to  the  Tea,  the  eruptions  were  not 
only  much  raifcd,  but  became  more  general,  and  the 
itching  intollerable ;  hi!  cloaths  flicking  to  the  parts 
almoft  every  where. 

n.  A  woman  upon  the  ceafmg  of  the  menfes^  had 
a  return  of  a  humid  hpra,  which  had  left  her  from 
the  time  of  puberty,  or  at  the  firft  breaking  down 
of  the  menfes  till  then.  This  was  one  of  the  moft 
general  cafes  I  ever  faw  of  the  kind,  and  had  been 
increafe-d  by  imprudent,  and  mtbnely  fea-haihing  \  the 
flilt-water  having  irritated  the  fore  parts ;  the  itch- 
ing in  this  cafe  was  fo  intollerable,  that  it  had  al- 
moll  worn  out  the  patient  for  want  of  reft ;  and  fhe 
was  hardly  able  to  wear  any  cloaths. 

III.  A  man  aged  twenty,  came  to  me  with 
fuch  an  ouzing  from  the  cutaneous  glands, 
that  it  wet  through  his  breeches  as  he  fat  up- 
on his  chair.  The  fluxion,  was  fo  great,  that  I 
conceived  hopes  of  rcftraining  it  only  by  making 
revolutions  with  turfeth  ffjtneral  vomits,  and  by  giv- 
ing calomel,  ivith  his  fea-water  :  but  this  i^ough  me- 
thod would  not  do  by  any  means  ;  it  irritated  fo 
much,  that  he  grew  infinitely  worfc.  The  erupti- 
ons became  now  almoft  general ;  he  could  hardly 
bear  any  cloaths  on;  his  hands  and  feet  grew  in- 
cnillcd,  as  did  his  ears,  and  he  was  one  of  the  moft 
aillidlcd  patients  I  ever  faw  f.

to 
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Either  vegetables  or  animals  v/ill  not  putrify  In 
vacuo,  but  air  is  neceffary  for  the  performance  of 
this  operation;-  air  has  always  a  kind  oi  fea  fait  in  it, 
therefore  I  am  apt  to  think  that  fea  fait  is  an  ingre- 
dient qualified  to  help  putrefa5iion.  One  of  the  prin- 
cip-J-1  forts  of  this  effluvia  in  the  atmofphcre,  (fays 
Boyle,  in  his  hiftory  of  air)  I  take  to  be  jaiim,  which 
float  varioufiy  among  the  reft  in  that  vaft  ocean; 
for  they  fecm  not  to  be  equally  mixed  therein,  but 
are  to  be  found  of  different  kinds,  in  different  quan- 
tities and  places,  at  different  feafons.  Nor  is  this 
the  only  means  whereby  the  air  may  be  impregnated 
with  faline  particles  ;  for  the  aftion  of  the  fun 
upon  the  fuperficial  part  of  the  earth  and  fea,  will 
alone  fupply  that  fluid  with  fwarms  of  them. 
Among  the  various  forts  of  particles  wherewith 
the  atmofphere  is  replete,  fome,  fays  he,  may  be 
fo  fmall  and  fo  conveniently  ihaped  as  to  eyiter  the 
numerous  orifices  of  the  minute  glandules  of  the 
fkin,  or  at  other  pores  thereof; —  he  further  ob- 
ferves,  that  it  does  not  appear  that  inland  countries 
abound  with  corrofive  fall,  fince  the  bars  and  cafe- 
ments  of  windows  will  not  thereby  be  greatly  im- 
paired by  ruft  after  they  have  endured  the  weather 
for  twenty  years,  from  whence  he  eonjeftures,  that 
the  ki7id  of  fait  whereby  this  diflblution  is  affected, 
proceeds  from  fea  vapours.  W ater  ftagnated, 
not  cxpoied  to  the  air,  and  deprived  of  its  fait  by 
diftiilation,  will  not  putrify  if  it  is  kept  ever  fo 
long,  but  rema'n  pure  and  very  good.  Boerhaave 
in  his  theory  of  chymiftry  has  the  following  paf- 
iage,  "  A  Roman  chymift  fliut'^ng  up  a  quantity  of 
pure  water  in  a  veffel  fcaled  hermetically,  Schottus 

to  artificial  tepid  emoUiein  baths,  ami  to  foaie  mild  internal  r.ie- 
dicinea;  divers  forms  of  fucli  biths  (fays  he)  inight  be  contrived 
by  phyficians  with  great  advantage,  as  particular  cafej  require. 

F  a  who 
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who  faw  it  in  Kirchers  Mufeum,  after  it  had  been 
kept  upwards  of  fifty  years,  affirms,  that  it  ftill  re- 
mained clear  and  pure,  and  ftood  to  the  fame 
height  in  the  vellcl  as  at  firft,  and  had  not  the  leaft 
fedimcnt  at  the  bottom.  Thefe  rational  arguments 
and  well  attefted  fadls  plainly  prove,  that  fea  fait, 
fea  water,  fait  provifion,  and  faline  effluvia,  to 
be  amongft  the  principal  caufes  of  the  fcurvy  in 
this  country. 

The  inftability  of  the  climate,  and  a  cold  may  alfo 
give  birth  to  the  fcurvy — becaufc,  if  we  obferve  a 
fudden  change  from  heat  to  cold,  or  going  in  a 
cold  place  when  we  are  in  a  fweat,  produces  vio- 
lent conflipation  by  contrafting  and  clofing  up  the 
mouth  of  the  capillary  veflels,  fo  as  to  prevent  the 
exhalation  of  perfpirable  matter,  which  when  it  be- 
comes obftrufted  and  flagnated,  will  putrify,  and 
render  the  juices  of  bodies  alkalefeent,  ichoriAis 
and  corrofive,  from  whence  the  worft  fcorbutic 
fymptoms  proceed. 

Mercurial  falivation  may  likewife  be  principally 
concerned  in  the  produ^lion  of  this  dijenfe.  Boer- 
haave  lavs,  *'  that  the  medicinal  virtues  of  Mercury 
feems  owing  to  its  great  fpecific  gravity,  and  the 
particular  fmallnefs  and  configuration  of  its  parts. 
On  this  account  it  is  more  penetrative,  and  diitblves 
the  texture  of  the  blood  and  juices, — and  for  the 
fame  rcafon  it  is,  that  it  fo  fuddenly  brings  on 
a  degree  of  putrefa^ion  of  the  humours,  as  we 
find  in  a  falivation  ;  for  by  thus  breaking 
the  texture  of  the  fluids,  and  fomctimcs  of  the 
folids  likewife,  it  fo  attenuates  and  rcfolves  them 
as  to  make  them  fxtid."  Leake ^  in  his  relictions  on 
the  improper  ufe  of  Mercury  obferves,  "  that  every 
degree  of  putrefaction  is  followed  with  a  propor- 
tional degree  of  rcfolution  in  the  fluids,  and  a  luit- 

ablc 
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able  relaxation  and  decay  of  the  folids,  though 
ever  fo  infenfible  ;  and  fince  the  blood  is  thoroughly 
melted  down,    and   the  Iblid  fibres  over-flramed, 
and  wafted  by  a  falivation,  it  may  without  doubt, 
be  looked  upon  as  a  caufe  powerfully  difpoftng 
the  patient  to  the  fcurvy ;  for  it  evidently  tends  to 
promote  the  fame  procefs  as  that  of  ^utretaaion 
itfelf :  this  may  probably  be  deemed  a  fubftaniial 
reafon,  not  only  why  the  fcurvy  fo  often  recurs 
after  a  falivation,  but  alfo  why  the  fmalleft  por- 
tions  of  Mercipy  are  fo  extremely  pemicicus  in 
this   d'feafe.     In  fuch  a  cafe,   the  Mercury  will 
not  only  farther  break  down  the  texture  of  the 
blood,  already  fo  much  deftroyed,  but  will  alfo 
exhalt  that  degree  of  pttrefa^ion  which  before  exifted 
in  it  from  the  fcorbutic  caufe  ;"  hind  too  has  taken 
notrce,  that  thofe  who  have  undergone  a  falivatioTiy 
are  of  all  others  the  moil  fubjedt  to  the  fcurvy. 

Though  the  humours  of  fcurbutic  perfons  are 
commonly  akalefent,  I  fliall  not  amufe  my  reader 
with  an  acid  for  the  cure  of  this  complaint,    I  have 
had  feveral  patients  under  my  care,  and  have  ob- 
ferved  many  more  under  the  care  of  other  phyficians, 
whole  fluids  manifcfted  the  ftrongeft  proof  of  an  al- 
kaline nature ;  yet  many  of  them  grew  fenfibly  worfc 
by  the  ufe  of  acid  medicines.    This  general  rule,  con- 
traria  ccntrariis  curantur,  has  fome  exception  :  be- 
caufe  we  fhould  confider  how  widely  the  chemical 
operations  of  nature  differ  when  performed  on  liv- 
ing animals,  to  what  they  do  on  dead  bodies  :  be- 
lides,  medicines  only  adt  on  the  animals  according 
to  the  different  quality  and  difpofition  of  the  fluids 
they  are  made  with  in  the  body.    Hence  Gakn^ 
de  vence  fe£lione  adverfus  Era/lraium,  cap.  7,  tom.  lo. 
page  401.  wifely  faid,  fivepmgans  dederis,  five  vomi- 
torium^  e?  prima  exbibitio  in  iua  poteflate  ejt^  1  sliqua 
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fthi  fortma  vindicat.    Whether  you  give  a  purge,  a. 

vomit,  or  any  other  phyfic,  the  adminiflrration  of  it 
is  in  your. own  power,  but  the  confequence  muft  be 
left  to  fortune. 

Pitcairn  in  his  dilFertation  concerning  the  cifeds  of 
acids  and  alkalies,  obferves,  that  nioft  of  the  writers  of 
the  laft  age,  who  were  then  efleemcd,  have  affirmed, 
that  moft  diftenipers  did  arife  from  an  acid  body  flow- 
ing in  our  blood.  Some  others  of  late,  have  affirmed, 
that  all  diftempers  arc  occafioned  by  too  great  an 
influx  of  an  alkaline  body,  or  too  great  plenty  of 
humour.  Ignorance  ( fays  he )  and  laxintf:,  be- 
fde.an  eager  defire  of  gain  and  fame  produced  thefe 
fefts ;  for  it  v/as  eafy  to  inculcate  the  common  no- 
tions of  acids  and  alkalies,  and  with  thefe  two  hard 
and  founding  words  to  gain  the  applaufe  of  the 
people  :  he  further  obferves,  that  the  vegetables 
which  we  eat,  how  full  foever  of  acid  they  arc, 
yet  they  are  foon  changed  into  alkalies  by  the 
aftion  of  the  ftomach,  lungs,  and  heart,  which 
caufe  the  circulation  of  our  fluids ;  therefore  acids 
are  fo  far  from  caufing  or  curing  diftcmpers,  and 
of  deftroying  the  alkalic  fait  of  the  blood,  that 
acids  received  into  the  blood,  do  rather  beget  an  al- 
kaline kumour.*'  Volatile,  alkaline  fait  of  urine, 
blood,  bones,  air,  he.  will  imbibe  almoft  twice  its 
own  quantity  of  any  known  acid*.  Though  it  is  a 
received  opinion,  that  there  is  not  any  animal  acid 

.  to  be  found  in  animal  bodies ;  yet  from  this  it  does 
not  follow,  that  a  vegetable  or  mineral  acid  may 
not  be  found  to  exifl  in  animal  bodies,  and  to  be 
prejudicial  to  them  as  well  as  alkalies.  I  am  fenfi- 
blc,  fays  Boerhaave,  in  his  115th  Experiment  on 
the  Phccnomcna  of  the  Blood,  that  acid  falls  do  not 


?  yide  Doeihaavc's  109th  Pwccffi  upon  Animali. 
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coagulate  the  blood,  merely  on  account  of  their  aci- 
dit}',  but  by  their  aufterity  or  conftringing  power  ; 
that  the  adminiltration  of   acid  may  frequently' 
prove  preiudicial,  by  encreafing  the  lentor  and  vii- 
cidity  of  the  blood  and  juices,  and  caufing  obftruc- 
tions  in  the  fmalLcr  veflels ;  and  in  his  yqth  Procefs 
upon  Animals,  obferves,   that  if  milk  fliould  be 
taken  by  perfons  whofe  bodies  abound  with  acids, 
it  will  coagulate,  that  is  to  fay,  the  milk  will  be  fe- 
parated  into  a  thin  ferous  fluid  and  a  ftrong  coagu- 
lum,  which  turning  grumous,  may  caufe  objlniuli- 
ons  in  the  vifcera,  while  (fays  he)  it  ceafes  to  be 
mixed  and  diluted  with  the  ferum ;  that  inflead  of 
performing  this  office,  may  now  go  away  in  a  foetid 
fwcat,  leaving  the  body  fale,  faint,  and  zveak  ;  and 
this  unheeded  caufe  may  give  birth  fo  a  pale  com- 
plexion, a  cacochymia,  and  to  other  "various  chronic  di- 
feafes  ;    the  laid    author,   farther    takes  notice, 
in  his  Chemical  Hiftory  of  Urine,  that  in  any  di- 
feafed  ftate  of  the  body,  the  urine  or  other  humours 
may  change  from  what  they  naturally  were,  and 
become  either  alkaline,  as  in  burning  fevers,  near 
the  point  of  death,  &c.  or  acid,  as  in  pallor  virgi- 
mm,   childrens  difeafes,    &c.     By  what  has  been 
faid,  it  may  cafily  be  concluded,  that  as  alkalies 
liquify  and  acids  coagulate  the  blood  and  other 
juices,  both  may  co-operate  together  or  fcparately, 

in  the  produ<flion  of  the  fcurvy,and  alfo  for  the  cure 
of  it. 

To  cure  this  difeafe,  fays  Boerhaave,  in  his  1156 
and  1157th  Aphor.  vre  muft  render  moveable  that 
which  is  ftagnant;  and  fluid,  that  which  is  coagu 
lated;  we  muft  attenuate  what  is  too  thick,  and 
give  a  proper  confidence  to  that  which  is  too  thin  ; 
and  hkcwifc,  what  ii  fliarp  and  corrofive  mull  be 
reduced  mild  and  inoffenfivc. 

Among  (I 
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Amongft  other  caufes,  obftrudtions  feem  to  be 
reckoned  as  the  principal  fourccs  or  cffcflis  of  the 
fcurvy;  and  to  this  moft  phyficians  agree.  Van 
Stvieten  in  his  Co'umentaries  on  Boerhcave  Aph. 
obierves,  that  all  the  functions  depend  on  a  free 
paliagc  of  the  fluids  through  the  veflels  ;  but 
an  obp-utlion  when  formed,  and  interrupting  the 
free  pafl-ige,  is  capable  of  difordering  all  the  funcii-^ 
ons  in  it'ncral^  and  every  diftin£l  fm£lion  in  particular  \ 
and  as  a  difordered  jun5lion  is  a  difeaje,  there  may 
therefore  as  many  difeajes  proceed  from  an  objlruolion, 
as  there  are  fun^ions  to  be  difordered.  Many  arc  the 
caufes,  as  elfeftherc  has  been  obfcrved,  that  pro- 
duce obftrudtions,  but  the  ways  of  removing  them 
arc  not  fo  numerous,  cfpccially  in  thofe  that  con- 
ftitute  the  fcurvy. 

Morgan,\n  his  mechanical  praftice  of  phyfic,fays 
**  The  jcurvy  may  be  diftinguiflied  into  hot  and 
cold,  and  into  effluent  and  external,  and  influent  and 
internal  ;  although  thefc  diftinftions  have  given 
very  different  names  to  a  great  many  difordcrs  as 
aficfting  different  parts,  and  difcoveringthemfelves 
under  different  fymptoms  ;  yet  the  general  caufes 
and  method  of  cure  arc  ftill  the  fame  ;  the  curative 
indications,  (lays  he)  are  two,  the  firft  to  attenuate 
and  diffolvc  the  concreted  matter  in  the  ventricles  of 
theglands  andcellularmembranes;  thefccond,  tocar- 
ry  off  the  morbid  matter  that  is  difTolved,  and  fitter 
for  evacuation  by  perfpiration,  fweat.,  and  urine  ;  for 
as  it  may  be  taken  as  a  general  rule,  which  I  have 
always  found  true,  in  fadt,  that  thofe  difordcrs 
(which  proceed  from  the  fcurvy)  arc  never  well  era- 
dicated and  cleared  off  by  emetics  or  cathartics,  and 
feldom  by  fativation-"  with  very  good  reafon  the  above 
cited  author  has  obfcrved,  that  the  fcurvy  and  its 
lymptoms  arc  never  well  cured  by  emeticSy  cathartics^ 
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zndfalivaiion  ;  becaufe,  by  ihem,  the  determination 
of  the  juices  from  the  cenler  to  the  circumference,  is 
very  much  lelTened ;  by  this  retromoiion  many  di- 
fcafes  will  be  formed  only  as  confequences  of  an  inver- 
fion  of  thofe  morbid  fecretions  which  were  by  nature 
intended  and  accufiomed  to  be  fcparatcd  by  the  glands 
and  -pores  of  the  Jkin. 

The  method  generally  pradifed  by  the  faculty 
very  often  proves  abortive  :  and  fca-bathing  is 
equally  ufcful,  for,  in  a  great  many  cafes,  it  only 
encreafe,  inftead  of  flopping  the  progrefs  of  the 
difeale ;  therefore  fecourfe  mull  be  had  to  better 
and  fafer  means. 

Phyficians  generally  agree  as  to  the  caufcs  and 
fymptoms  of  the  fcurvy,  except  fome  few,  who 
fufpeft  the  venereal  taint  to  be'  its  latent  principle. 
Dr.  Mufgrave  thinks  the  Devonlhire  fcurvy  to  be 
a  relic  of  the  leprofy* ;  but  they  are  not  fo 
unanimous  in  the  treatment  of  it.  My  method 
of  cure  is  the  judicious  preparation  and  appli- 
cation of  artificial  medicated  water,  vaporous, 
dry  baths,  fumigations,  friftions,  i^c.  of  which  was 
I  here  to  relate  every  particular  concerning  the  va- 
rious forts  of  medicinal  fubftance,  degrees  of  heat, 
&c.  I  make  ufeof  in  preparing  them  for  different 
conftitutions,  feafon  of  the  year,  kind  and  ftate  of 
this  difeafe,  I  fliould  at  leaft  treble  the  bulk  of 
this  pamphlet,  which  is  already  enlarged  more 
than  it  was  at  firft  intended  to  be.  But  though  it  is

matter  of  faft,  that  a  very  great  number  of  pcr- 
fons  (many  of  them  given  over  as  incurable)  have 
been  cured  of  the  fcurvy  and  other  different  com- 
plaints by  ufing  fuch  operations,  under  my  Father's 
and  my  own  direSlion,  which  alone  would  be 
fufRcient  and  convincing  proofs  of  their  efficacy 
without  the  affiftance  of  argument,  ncvsrthelcfs  I 
have  endeavoured  to  explain  myfclf  on  this  fubjcft 
fo  as  to  niake  experience  and  reafon  go  hand  in 
hand. 

I  foould  think  this  little  diiTertation  on  the  Scurvy, 
much  more  imperfecS:  than  ^/hat  it  is,  if  I  was  not  to 
fubjoin  the  following  obfervadons,  which,  together 
with  what  I  have  already  advanced,  I  flatter  my- 
fclf, will  prove  my  operations,  the  bell  fpccific  ever 
known  for  the  cure  of  (bis  and  many  other  difeafes- 

It  ought'  to  be  fet  down  (fays  Brook)  as 
a  general  rule,  that  the  fcurvy^  the  moll  violent 
of  all  chronic  diftcmpers,  is  not  to  be  treat- 
ed with  draftic,  but  with  the  moft  mild  and  Am- 
ple n-edicines ;  and  thoi.gh  I  allow  the  difftrence 
of  falts  mentioned  by  phyficians,  as  the  caufe 
of  this  difeafe,  yet  the  different  and  far  fetched 
corredions  of  them,  feems  to  be  ridiculous  ;  fmcc 
it  is  demonftrable,  that  the  only  and  fafeft  method 
of  fubduing  all  morbid  falls,  is  by  proper  fluids : 
this  intention  then  (fays  he)  is  anfwcred  by  pure 
and  light  fimple  water,  the  genuine  mefiruum  and  dif- 
fohent  of  all  falts.  Befides  being  a  diflblvent  of  all 
falts,  ii  a  very  fubtle  and  penetrative  body.  Howkerg* 
is  of  opinion,  xhztwater  enters  fuch  narrow  pores  of 
animal  fubftances  as  will  not  admit  air,  only  be- 
caufe  it  moiftens  and  diflfolves  the  glutinous  matter 
of  the  fine  fibres  of  the  membranes,  and  fo  render

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them  more  pliable  and  feparate,  which  are  things 
that  the  air  for  want  of  a  wetting  property,  cannot 
do.  Neverthclefs  water  alone  do  not  diflblve  or  pe- 
netrate into  uncheous  and  greafy  bodies,  except  it 
be  mixed  with  a  ftrong  lix*lviuni,  or  an  alkaly  fait, 
nor  will  any  other  kind  of  fait  anfwer  to  the  inten- 
tion. Sea-water,  with  all  its  fait,  will  never  walh 
out  any  greafy  or  oily  impurities  But  as  we  have 
elfewhere  obfcrvcd,  that  mere  water  would  diftcnd 
the  veffels,  weaken  their  elaftlcity,  and  produce 
new  obftruftions ;  and  as  the  correcting  or  walh- 
ing  off  the  faltnefs,  which  in  abundance  exifts 
in  fcurbutic  perfon,  would  not  alone  be  fufficient 
to  perform  a  cure  ;  we  mull  ufe  water  as  a  diffolvent 
and  correiflor  of  the  faltnefs,  and  as  a  proper  vehicle 
to  convey  fuch  medical  fubftances  into  the  patients 
bodice,  according  to  the  kind  and  ilate  of  their  di- 
fcafe  and  conftitution. 

Not  any  other  medicinal  aid  was  hardly  known 
at  Rome  for  J/x  hundred  years,  than  the  artificial  baths 
and  fome  few  empirical  noftrums  as  Pliny  obferves, 
lib,  29,  cap.  I.  In  thofe  times,  the  gout,  fcurvy, 
leprofy,  ring-worm^  iicb,  and  other  foui  eruptions,  (fo 
common  among  us,)  were  very  fcldom  feen,  owing 
to  their  frequent  ufe  of  artificial  medicated  waters, 
vaporous  baths,  he.  and  when  they  were  attacked 
by  any  complaints,  the  r  only  fpecific  was  the  afore- 
faid  operations ;  with  them  the  fuperfluous  and  mor- 
bid humours  were  derived  from  the  center  to  the 
circumference,  and  in  that  manner  the  very  feat  of  . 
difeafes  were  eliminated  out  of  their  bodies.-f-

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Willis  in  many  fcorbutic  cafes  recommended  the 
very  fame  operations. 

Sennertiu,  page  623,  fays^  that  Balneum  totius  cor- 
poris adhibetur  ad.  detertionem,  cutifque  vitia.  Baths  are 
ufed  to  clean  the  whole  body,  and  the  diforders  of 
the  ikin. 

Riverious^  lih^  12,  page  96,  fays,  Vcji  fufficientem 
purgationem,,  Balneinn  aqiia  tepda  convenientiffimum  eji, 
utiliter  in  eo  coquuntur  herba  refrigerantes  ;  after  the 
body  has  been  fufficiently  purged,  baths  of  the  tepid 
water  are  moft  beneficial  and  are  ufed  w  th  more  ad- 
vantage when  they  are  impregnated  with  cooling  herbs. 

Hoffman  obferves,  that  hypochondriac  and  fcur- 
butic  patients  have  been  cured  by  ufing  baths  of 
fweet  water  prepared  with  erriollient  herbs  ;  there  is 
nothing  (fays  he)  better  to  difcufs  hard  and  painful 
tumors  of  the  legs  and  feet,  then  baths  w  th  brook 
lime,  water- creflcs,  feurvy-grafs,  &c.  frequently  ufed. 

Boerhaave  in  the  ift,  2d,  and  3d  ftate  of  the 
fcurvy,  advife  baths  and  half  baths,  impregnated 
with  antifcorbutic  herbs,  and  recommend  fridion 
very  much:  Van  Sweiten  in  his  commentaries  is  as 
diffufe  upon  this  fubjedl,  the  efFcd:  of  which  has 
been  more  fully  explained  in  the  5th  and  26th 
pages  of  this  pamphtet. 

Pifo*  obferves,  that  the  Brafilians  do  great  things 
with  friftions,  where  he  fays,  Mira  quidem  turn  tuen- 
da  fanitatis  ergo,  cum  plerifque  morbis  fonandis,  frioli- 
one  et  unSlione  frequenti  incoU  prajlant,  illam  in  frigidi- 
oribus  et  cbronicis,  banc  in  acutioribus  adhibentes. 
They  do  flrangc  things  both  in  prefcrving  health  and 
curing  difeafes  hy.fri^ions  and  un5lions,  uling  the  firjl 
in  colds  and  chronics,  the  latter  in  acute  difeafes.

T 0  all  to  whm  this  public  Privilege  of  T>o6lorJhip  Jhall 
come:  WE,  John  Baptiji  Morgagni,  of  Friuli,  Noble 
of  the  Roman  Empire,  firfi  Profeffor  of  Anatomy  for 
Life,  Protestor  of  the  renowned  German  Nation,  and 
by  the  Authority  of  the  moji  ferene  Republick  of  Venice^ 
Prefident  of  the  excellent  Order  of  DoSlors  and  Pro- 
feffor s  of  Phyfick  and  Philofophy  ;  Health,  through 
Him,  uoho  is  the  true  Health  of  all. 

THE  venerable  and  celebrated  Univcrfity  of 
Padua,  the  illuftrious  Mother  of  found  Lite- 
rature, and  excellent  Parent  of  Arts  and  Sciences ; 
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and  who,  by  the  luftre  of  her  famous  profeflbrs, 
by  fhe  authority  of  ancient  ftudics,  and  by  the  moft 
fplcndid  monuments  of  learning  and  every  virtue, 
acquircth  prcreminence  amidft  the  academies  not: 
of  Italy  alone,  but  of  all  Europe,  and  throughout 
the  world ;  hath  ever  been  accuftomed  to  exalt
